Sir  Arthur  Currie,  speaking  to  the 
today  in  reference  to  the  absence  of 
Canadians  from  tomorrow's  Victory  procession  in  London,  said  mat 
the  decision  for  the  Canadians  not  to  participate  was  arrived  at  with- 
out consultation  with  himself .  He,  personally,  regretted  such  a  decision 
exceedingly.  It  was  likely  to  create  a  most  unfavorable  impression 
in  both  Canada  and  England. 

"There  are  at  least  1,000  Canadians  in  and  around  London,  many 
of  whom  were  wounded  on  the  Western  Front,"  added  General  Currie, 
"who  could  be  assembled  for  the  purpose." 

-He  bad  received  many  applications  from  officers  and  men  who 
were  anxious  to  participate.  The  official  programme  set  forth  that 
he,  with  other  generals,  would  ride  with  Field  Marshal  Haig,  but  the 
absence  of  any  other  Canadians  in  the  procession  placed  him  in  an 
awkward  position,  and  he  had  not  decided  whether  to  take  the  place 
assigned  to  him  tomorrow. 

The  Canadian  Associated  Press  learns  that  special  inquiry  was 
made  from  Buckingham  Palace  concerning  the  absence  of  Canadians. 

Following  is  the  actual  text  of  the  notification  issued  by  head- 
quarters of  the  Canadian  Overseas  Military  Forces,  and  published  this 
morning  in  the  English  papers: 

"It  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  that  it  has  been  found  impossible 
to  accept  the  invitation  extended  by  the  War  Office  to  the  rr»r*i*n 
forces  to  take  part  in  the  peace  celebration  procession.  Unfortun- 
ately, owing  to  the  Canadian  scheme  of  demobilization,  all  organized 
Units  already  have  been  repatriated.     Canadians  stfll  remain  in  this 


GENERAL  ALLENBY 
IS  GIVEN  CHARGE 


PARIS,  July  18.— The  Inter- 
Allied  Council  decided  today 
thst  General  Allenby,  of  the 
British  army,  should  take  entire 
charge  of  the  occupation  of 
Asia  Minor,  with  supervision 
over  Britain,  French,  Greek  and 
Italian  forces. 

It  was  believed  this  settle- 
ment would  stabilize  conditions 
in  Smyrna  and  other  parts  of 
Southern  Asia  Minor,  and  pre- 
vent clashes  between  Greek  and 
Italian  troops. 


TRY  TO  ASSASSINATE 

AMERICAN  OFFICER 

COBLENZ,  July  18. — Two  Germans 
attempted  last  night  to  assassinate 
Major  George  Cockrlel,  provost-mar- 
shal of  the  American  forces  In  Ger- 
many. The  major  was  not  Injured. 
The  Germans  escaped  after  tiring  sev- 
eral shots. 

The  attempt  to  assassinate  Major 
Cockrlel  was  deliberate  and  pre-medi- 
tated.  Cockrlel  is  on  the  German  se- 
cret list  of  marked  Americans,  and 
during  the  last  week  has  received  Ave 
threatening  letters,  one  of  which  gave 
him  only  24  hours  to  live.

Peace  Day  Message

OTTAWA,  July  18— Sir  George  Foster,  acting  Premier,  today 
issued  the  following  Peace  Day  message  to  the  Canadian  people : 

"Tomorrow  throughout  the  world-wide  realms  of  the  Brit- 
ish Bmpire  the  advent  of  peace  will  he  gratefully  acclaimed  with 
mingled  feelings  of  sorrow  and  gladness. 

"For  nearly  four  and  a  half  years  this  peace  has  been  fought 
for,  longed  for  and  prayed  for  by  countless  war-worn  millions, 
whoin  the  meantime  have*  been  called  upon  to  make  incalculatc 
sacrifices'  6f  life' and  property. , 

"The  conclusion  of  the  armistice  on  November  11  last 
brought  this  peace  within  sight,  and  the  signature  of  the  treaty 
at  Versailles  on  June  28  last  practically  assured  its  advent. 
Tomorrow  we  celebrate  its  actual  establishment.  Wc  close  the 
long  terrible  chapter  of  the  great  war  and  enter  upon  a  new 
international  era  with  a  new  charter  of  liberty  and  society. 

"In  our  Canadian  rejoicing  we  will  do  well  to  take  note  in 
passing  of  the  wide  area  covered  by  this  celebration.  In  every 
quarter,  of  tjic  globe  the  joy  bells  will  ring  out  the  notes  of  peace 
to  the  unfurling  of  the  flag  of  the  Empire  in  the  realms  included 
within  its  sway.  No  other  participating  nation  covers  such 
wide  spaces  or  appeals  to  .such  an  aggregate  of  humanity  com- 
bined under  one  rule,  and  all  those  who  with  us  take  part  in'the 
celebration  of  peace  have  been  active  partners  in  the  toil  of  war 
work  which  has  made  this  peace  possible."

PARIS,  July   18.— In  a  vote  in  the 

Chamber    of   Deputies    this  ,  evening, 

/following    an    interpellation      on      the 

high  cost   of   living,    the   Government 

was  in  a  minority  by  14  votes. 

The  issue  arose  over  the  order  of 
the  day.  The  Government  accepted 
the  motion  of  Deputy  Renard,  which 
Implied  confidence  In  the  Govern- 
ment, but  the  Chamber  adopted  by  a 
vote  of.  227  to  213,  a  resolution  pre- 
sented by  M.  Augagneur,  former 
Minister  of  Marine,  which  the  Gov- 
ernment  had   rejected. 

The  order  of  the  day  of  M. 
Augugneur  adopted  by  the  Chamber, 
was  on  the  high  cost  of  living.  It 
blamed  the  economic  policy  of  the 
Government  tor   the  situation. 

After  the  vote  announcement  was 
mode  in  the  lobby  by  M.  Boret,  Food 
Minister,  that  he  would  resign  his 
portfolio,  but  that  he  was  the  only 
member  of  the  cabinet  affected  by 
the  vote.  Premier  Clemonceau, 
however,  will  decide 'what  will  be  the 
attitude   of   tho   Government. 

The  general  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment did  not  come  up  during  the 
debate,     v 

Answering  Interpellations  In  the 
Chamber  on  th«  hish  cost  of  living, 
M.  Boret  declared  that  the  Govern- 
ment bad  done  Its  utmost  to  secure 
revlctoalling.  Kngland,  he  said,  was 
ready  to  give  France  <■  reditu,  and  the 
United  Plates  would  continue  to  gtve 
them. 

The  order  of  the.  day  of  M. 
Augagneur  declared  that  the  cost  of 
living  In  Belgium  had  decreased  by 
one-half  and  In  England  by  one- 
fourth,  but-  that  It  was  still  increas- 
ing In  France,  despite  the  economic 
policy  of  the  Govern  men  t.  The 
order  of  the  day  was  adopted  by  • 
show  of  hands.

Fol- 
lowing this  he  will  visit  the  gold  and 
silver  mining  regions  In  Northern 
Ontario. 

After  a  few  days  fishing  In  the 
Niplgon  River,  he  will  begin  his  trip 
West.  Port  Arthur  and  Fort  William 
will  be  visited,  aud  he  will  remain  in 
Winnipeg  two  days.  From  "Winnipeg 
lie  will  go  to  Saskatoon  and  Edmon- 
ton, and  then  on  to  Calgary.  The 
Prince  will  arrive  in  Calgary  early 
on  Sunday  morning,  September  14, 
and  will  leave  for  the  Coast  some 
•.line  Monday  afternoon.  He  will  pass 
through  Banff,  and  will  leave  his 
train  to  spend  the  night  at  Lake 
Louise.

LONDON,  July  18. — Lleut.-Gcneral 
Briggs,  chief  of  the  British  military 
mission  with  the  Russian  General 
Deniklne,  has  arrived  In  London.  In 
a  statement  today  he  warmly  refutod 
the  published  reports  that  Oeneral 
Deniklne  is  an  ambitious  reactionary, 
and  flatly  denied  charges  that  he  was 
guiity  of  ^rocltles.  He  declared 
that  the  charges  were  prompted  by 
German  and  Bolshevik!  propaganda. 
As  proof  of  what  he  said,  Oeneral 
Briggs  produced  tho  programme  of 
the  policy  drafted  by  the  leaders  of 
the  British,  French  and  United  States 
missions,  whioh  has  been  willingly 
signed  by  Deniklne  and  all  the  mem- 
bers of  his  council.  The  programme 
embraces  abolition  of  Bolshevlkt 
anarchy:  the  construction  of  a 
united  Russia;  the  convocation  of  a 
national,  assembly  based  on  universal 
suffrage;  decentralisation  by  means 
of  liberal  local  autonomy  or  self- 
government ;  guarantees  of  full  civil 
and  religions  freedom,  and  agrarian 
and   labor  reforms. 

General  Briggs  asserts  that  86  por 
cent  of  the  entire  population  of  Rus- 
sia is  an tl- Bolshevik  I.  He  adds  that 
the  work  General  Deniklne  has  ac- 
complished in  the  last  fifteen  months 
Is  miraculous. 

Bolshcvlkl  Defeat  Finns 

STOCKHOLM,        July  18.— The 

southern  Finnish  army  has  been 
completely  routed  by  the  Bolshevik!, 
but  the  northern  army,  by  a  hasty 
retreat,  succeeded  In  saving  the 
greater  part  of  its  forces,  according 
to  a  Helslngfors  -correspondent  of 
The  Social  Demokntten.  Volunteers 
with  artillery  are  leaving  HsUing- 
fors  daily  for  the  front. 

An  American  steamer  with  ten 
tanks  -and  much  ammunition  aboard 
is  at  Helslngfors;  unable  to  unload 
because  of  a  strike  of  ths  dock 
workers. 

British   Subjects  Shot 

LONDON,  July  18. — A  Helslngfors 
dispatch  to  The  Daily  Mall  gives  a 
refugee  from  Petrograd  as  authority 
for  the  statement  that  the  Bolshevlkt 
are  offering  a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars  for  the  assassination  of  Gen- 
eral Mannerhelm,  the  Finnish  regent, 
with  the  object  of  paralysing  FlnnUh 
resistance.

GEN.  PERSHING 


Freedom  of  City  and  Sword  of 
Honor  Presented  at  Guild- 
hall— American  Commander 
Meets  Military  M.P.'s, 


LONDON,  July  IS.— London  hon- 
ored General  Penning  today  by  pre- 
senting him  with  the  freedom  of  the 
city  and  a  aword  of  honor  in  the  pres- 
ence of  a  (Mstinruished  company  of 
Briton*  and  Americana  gathered  with- 
in  the  historic  Guildhall. 

Early  thia  month  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  London  voted  to  present 
to  General  Pershing:  and  Marshal 
Koch  the  freedom  of  the-  city  and 
aword  of  honor. 

The  sword  of  honor  ia  gold-mounted 
and  is  a  handsome  reproduction  of  the 
American  army  pattern.  On  the  up- 
per hand  are  display**  the  arms  of 
the  United  States  on  one  side  and  the 
arms  of  the  city  of  London  on  the  oth- 
er. In  the  enamel  below  the  Ameri- 
can coat-of -arms  Is  General  Pershing's 
monogram  in  diamonds '  and  rubies, 
with  the  American  nag  and  the  Union 
Jack.  On  the  reverse  side  enamelled 
ribbons  display  the  names  of  the 
battles  In  which  the  American  troops 
participated  and  of  General  Pershing's 
campaigns. 

The  decoration  of  a  Knight  Grand 
Cross  of  the  Order  of*  the  Bath,  with 
which  General  Pershing  has  been  pre- 
sented, appears  on  the  lower  band.  The 
hilt  and,  bands  are  of  eighteen -karat 
gold. 

The  sword  was  made  by  the  Gold- 
smiths' and  Silversmiths'  Company. 

General  Pershing  met  the  military 
members  of  Parliament  in  the  com- 
mittee room  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons yesterday.  He  was  enthusias- 
tically received  when  introduced  by 
Colonel  Winston  Spencer  Churchill, 
Secretary  of  State  for  War.'  Mr. 
Churchill  caTTed  attention  to  the  fact 
that  General  Pershing  had  been  there 
before.  He  and  his  troops  had  fought 
side  by  side  with  the  British  and  added 
the  Secretary,  "every  day  our  feel- 
ing has  grown  stronger  for  these  gal- 
lant men  and  their  gallant  comman- 
der." 

In  an  address,  in  which  he  discussed 
the  sentiment  of  the  American  sol- 
diers ahd  people,  General  Pershing 
■aid': 

"You  do  me  signal  honor  by  ae- 
eording  me  the  privilege  of  meeting 
you  at!  at  this  time.  I  recall  distinct- 
ly my  last,  visit,  more  than  two  years 
ago,  and  how  I  was  Impressed  by 
meeting  the  distinguished  members 
who  guided  the  destinies  of  this  na- 
tion. You  had  gone  through  three 
years  of  war,  gaining  ripe  experience, 
and  the  generosity  of  our  reception 
was  only  equalled  by  the  eagerness 
with  which  you  gave  us  the  benefit  pf 
that  experience. 

"We  are  not  a  military  people;  we 
inherited  from  you  the  fear  of  a  stand- 
ing army.  We  were  wholly  unpre- 
pared, although  some  of  us  felt  that 
we  would  sooner  or  later  enter  the 
war.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  lessons 
learned  from  you  I  am  sure  our  ef- 
forts would  not  have  been  what  they 
have  been.  Our  associations  from  the 
start  were  most  pleasant.  I  was  ac- 
corded a  visit  to  General  Headquar- 
ters and  learned  from  your  comman- 
der-in-chief what  was  deemed  import- 
ant for  ua  to  consider  first. 

"It  was  our  preference  to  fight  be- 
side our  brothers-in-blood,  our  own 
kinsmen,  whose  courage,  aggression 
and  tenacity  we  always  admired,  and 
which  had  such  an  influence  on  our 
army  In  Europe. 

"We  always  had  in  mind  the  possi- 
bility of  using  our  troops  on  any  part 
of  the  Western  front,  and,  in  planning 
our  warehouses  we  located  them  at  a 
central  point,  from  which  railroads 
radiated,  and  later  found  this  sounder, 
for  we  had  to  reach  many  parts  of  the 
front. 

"We  took  up  the  question  of  train- 
ing with  your  troops  with  General 
Headquarters  and  found  everything 
placed  at  our  disposal.  Officers  were 
detailed  to  help  us  establish  a  staff 
college  and  corps  schools.  Even  offi- 
cers of  field  rank  instructed  our  men 
in  the  bayonet  and  in  bomb-throwing, 
thereby  setting  a  fine  example  to  our 
own  officers."

CHICAGO  BUILDING 

OPERATIONS  CEASE 

CHICAGO,  July  IS.— Building 
operations  in  Chicago  are  at  a  stand- 
still today,  and  more  than  one 
hundred  thousand  workmen  are  idle 
as  a  result  of  a  lockout  ordered  by  the 
executive  committee  of  the  building 
construction  employers'  association  of 
Chicago. 

Yesterday  the  organization  issued 
an  ultimatum  declaring  that  unless 
the  members  of  the  carpenters, 
lathers.  Iron  workers  and  other  unions 
who  have  been  on  a  strike  for  several 
weeks,  returned  to  work  by  8  o'clock 
this  morning  and  agreed  to  abide  by 
the  provisions  of  their  joint  wage  con- 
tracts which  run  until  1931,  the 
builders  would  indefinitely  suspend  all 
operations. 

The  strikers  ignored  the  threat. 

Officials  of  the  association  declare 
that  their  industry  has  been  seriously 
interfered  with  for  eeveral  months  be- 
cause of  the  frequent  strikes  of  vari- 
ous unions,  and  that  recently  the 
situation  became  Intolerable. 

They  charge  that  the  different 
unions  Involved  refused  to  be  bound 
by  Joint  trad*  agreements,  covering 
the  question  of  wages  and  hours,  and 
that  as  a  result  of  the  frequent  walk- 
outs, contractors  have  sustained  heavy 
financial  losses  and  that  owners  have 
been  deterred  from  awarding  con- 
tracts for  extensive  building  projects.

LONDON,  July  18.— The  six-shilling 
increase  in  the  price  of  coal  previously 
announced  by  the  government  will  be 
effective  July  21.  Andrew  Bonar  Law, 
Government  Leader,  made  thia  an- 
nouncement in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. He  said  the  proposed  increase 
Pending  action  by  the  miners'  confer- 
ence at  Keswick  on  the  Government's 
proposal  that  the  miners  agree  to  pre- 
vent any  stoppage  of  work,  must  be 
put  Into  effect  soon,  as  any.  delay  in 
raising  the  price  to  meet  the  cost  of 
production  would  be  fataf 

Mr.  Bonar  Law  added,  that  the  Gov- 
ernment's  action  in  putting  the  in- 
crease into  effect  did  not  preclude  the 
possibility  of  further  negotiations  on 
the  subject. 

The  Government  proposal  to  the 
miners'  conference  was  that  the  in- 
crease in  price  would  be  postponed 
for  three  months  if  the  miners  would 
agree  not  to  stop  work,  with  the  addi- 
tional understanding  that  a  committee 
of  Inquiry  proposed  by  the  miners' 
leaders  would  be  accepted  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. The  miners'  conference  on 
Thursday,  by  an  overwhelming  ma- 
jority decided  against  this  proposal. 
The  conference,  however,  decided  al- 
most unanimously  to  co-operate  with 
the  Government  If  it  ia  prepared  to 
effect  the  economics  in  the  coal  indus- 
try suggested  in  the  first  report  of 
Justice  Sankey,  and  to  introduce  legis- 
lation for  the  nationalisation  of  coal 
mines. 

There  was  an  interesting  debate  in 
the  House  of  Lords  on  the  question  of 
nationalisation,  to  which  the  majority 
of  speakers  expressed  themselves  as 
frankly  hostile.       • 

Lord  Inch  cape  declared  that  na- 
tionalization of  the  leading  Industries 
would  feduoe  Great  Britain  to  the  po- 
sition of  a  fourth-class  power  In  a 
few  years. 

Viscount  Mllner  admitted  the  situ- 
ation was  seripue  but  believed  he  saw 
the  dawn'  of  better  things.  He  was 
convinced  there  was  an  irresistible 
trend  in  all  countries  toward  a  greater 
measure  of  public  ownership  and  con- 
trol, but  such  control  did  not  mean 
control  from  Whitehall.  He  suggested 
experimental  controlled  working  of  all 
mines  within  a  certain  area  for  one 
month. 

Lord  Mllner  maintained  that  with- 
out control  of  coal,  food  and  shipping 
in  the  later  years  of  the  war,  there 
would  have  been   complete  disaster. 

GREAT  WAR  VETERANS 
BAR  ENEMY  ALIENS 

NEW  GLASGOW,  N.8.,  July  18.— 
The  Great  War  Veterans'  Association 
of  Nova  Scotia  will  never  hail  any 
enemy  alien  as  brother  nor  enter  into 
formal  relations. or  co-operation  with 
any  organisation  which  includes  en- 
emy aliens  or  those  of  enemy  alien 
extraction  in  Its  ranks.  That  point 
was  made  clear  here  yesterday  at  the 
provincial  convention,  which  devel- 
oped marked  hostility  to  affiliation 
with  the  trades  and  labor  councils 
until  the  labor  unions  amend  their 
constitutions  so  as  to  purge  their 
ranks  of  all  aliens  of  enemy  nation- 
ality. 

The  discussion  was  precipitated  by 
a  speech  of  J.  H.  Vanduren,  presi- 
dent of  the  Sydney  Trades  and  Labor 
Council,  who  had  been  asked  to  ad- 
dress the  convention. 

A  formal  pronouncement  on  this 
subject  is  expected  to  be  made  by  the 
convention  today  in  the  shape  of-  a 
resolution.  With  this  resolution  is  ex- 
pected to  go  the  last  hopes  of  a 
soldier-workmen  entente  which  was 
first  broached  in  Cape  Breton  some 
months  ago. 


CALGARY,  July  lS.v-"We  shall 
welcome  the  fullest  and  most  search- 
ing Investigation  Into  the  affairs  of 
the  mills  comprising  the  Mountain 
Lumber  Manufacturers'  Association," 
said  Mr.  EL  H.  Ross,  president  of  the 
association,  to  the  Canadian  Press. 
Mr.  Rose  was  in  the  city  on  his  way 
to  Waldo,  B.C..  where  the  mills  of 
the  Ross  Saskatoon  Lumber  Com- 
pany, of  which  he  is  the  head,  are 
located. 

"The  Mountain  Lumber  Manufac- 
turers' Association  want  the  whole 
truth  known,  and  with  the  facta  be- 
fore the  public  and  before  the  gov- 
ernment we  shall  have  no  apprehen- 
sion aa  to  the  verdict  respecting  our 
profits. 

"Generally  speaking,  the  cost  of 
logs  in  the  mountains  is  about  817 
laid  down  at  the  mills.  The  manu- 
facture will  cost  from  17  to  $8.  This 
gives  a  total  cost  of  824  to  S25,  and 
yet  the  records  will  show  that  the 
average  price  that  the  manufacturers 
have  been  receiving  at  the  mills  is 
from   123  to  $25." 

He  also  said  that  the  British  Co- 
lumbia mills  had  lost  money  for  the 
last  10  years,  and  some  had  gone 
into  liquidation,  for  example-,  the 
Pernio  Lumber  Company,  with  liabil- 
ities of  $200,000. 

Respecting  the  charge  that  the 
British  Columbia  lumber  manufac- 
turers were  discriminating  against 
the  prairie  consumers,  Mr,  Ross  de- 
clared that  it  was  untrue.

EDUCATION  GRANTS 

OTTAWA,  July  18. — It  Is  expected 
that  when  the  Provincial  permlers 
and  ministers  are  in  Ottawa  to  attend 
the  national  industrial  conference  In 
September,  the  first  definite  steps  will 
be  taken  In  connection  wtth  the  put- 
ting into  effect  of  the  plans  for  the 
encouragement  of  technical  education 
covered  by  the  bill  passed  by  Parlia- 
ment at  its  recent  session.  Provision 
is  made  in  this  bill  for  assistance  to 
the  Provinces,  based  upon  agree- 
ments to  be  arrived  at.  to  the  extent 
of  $10,000,000.  The  preliminary  cor- 
respondence between  the  Dominion 
and  Provincial  Governments  relating 
to  the  matter  is  now  going  on,  and  it 
is  expected  that  by  September  such 
progress  will  have  been  made  that  the 
first  definite  moves  In  the  direction  of 
practical  action  can  be  taken. 

Differences  of  opinion  Will  doubtless 
prevail  aa  to  Just  how  the  Federal 
grants  should  be  spent,  and  personal 
conferences  between  representatives 
of  the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments will  be  necessary  to  put 
agreements  on  a  mutually  satisfactory 
basis.

— The  Shan- 
tung settlement  will  allow  Japan  to 
extend  her  control  to  all  China  and 
then  close  the  "open  door"  against 
world  trade,  Mr.  T.  H.  Hsu,  president 
of  the  Shantung  Assembly,  and  spe- 
cial trade  delegate  from  that  prov- 
ince to  the  Peace  Conference,  de- 
clared In  an  address  before  the 
China-  Society  of  America,  "at  a 
luncheon  held  hi  honor  of  the  Chi- 
nese delegates  to  the  Peace  Confer- 
ence, who  recently  arrived  here  for 
a  visit  to  Washington  before  return- 
ing  home. 

"We  feel  that  the  8hantung  settle- 
ment was,  a  bribe  to  Japan  to  Join 
the  League  of  Nations  In  order  that 
permanent  peace  might  be  estab- 
lished in  the  world."  Mr.  Hsu  as- 
serted. "China  is  Willing  to  sacri- 
fice her  interests  for  peace,  but  this 
makes  peace  impossible.  Giving 
Shantung  to  Japan  means  that  after 
Shantung,  Japan  will  grab  every- 
thing and  extend  h«r  control  to  North 
China  and  then  to  all  China. 

"If  that  is  the  case,  Japan  will  give 
no  chance  to  the  West.  I  think 
that  the  open  door  will  be  closed  by 
Japan  then.  That  will  make  the 
West  wake  up. 

•'Th'at  Is  sowing  the  seeds  of  an- 
other war.  Other  nations  have  tried 
to  keep  China  in  darkness,  but  the 
United  States  tried  to  lead  us  to  the 
light.  Other  nations  are  trying  to 
destroy  us,  but  America  is  trying  to 
help  us."

WINNIPEG,  July  IS.— A  dispatch 
to  The  Manitoba  Free  Press  from  its 
special  Ottawa  correspondent  last 
night  says: 

"Dividing  the  sheep  from  the  goate 
In  the  Winnipeg  Trudea  and  Labor 
Council  becomes  ndw  the  task  of  It. 
A.  Klgg,  special  representative  of  the 
Trades  and  Labor  Congress  of  Can- 
ada, as  instructions  have  been  sent 
him  to  proceed  with  reorganisation 
of  the  council.  By  a  majority  vote 
the  council  recently  decided  for  affili- 
ation with  the  One  Big  Union.  The 
effect'  of  this  action  would  be  prac- 
tically to  make  the  minority  present 
on  that  occasion  the  Trades  and 
Labor  Council,  the  majority  being 
compelled  to  organise  another  body 
in  connection  with  the  One  Big 
Union  if  they  so  desire. 

"The  Winnipeg  Trades  Council  Is 
composed  of  delegates  from  locals  of 
international  trades  unions  which  are 
affiliated  with  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  and  the  Trades  and  La- 
bor Congress  of  Canada.  Both  of 
these  bodies  denounce  the  One  Big 
Union  an  'having  nothing  in  common 
with  these  organisations,  believing  as 
it  does  in  a  policy  of  securing  its 
alms  by  force,  massed  action  and  dis- 
regard of  agreements,  as  against  the 
Trades  Congress  and  international 
trade  union  policy  of  negotiations, 
collective  bargaining  and  strict  ob- 
servance of  signed  agreements. 

"The  congress  executive  thus  gives 
Mr.  Rlgg  wide  power  to  bring  about 
a  reorganization  of  the  Winnipeg 
.  Trades  and  labor.  Council  as  he  may 
decide  best.  The  plan  suggested  is 
that  only  delegates  be  admitted  to  the 
council  from  the  many  unions  in 
Winnipeg  which  desire  to  carry  on  in 
harmony  with  the  Trades  Congress 
principles  and  which  by  their  votes 
have  repudiated  the  One  Big  Union. 
If  Mr.  Klgg,  however,  finds  other 
measures  necessary  he  is  given  carte 
blanche  to  put  them  in  effect. 

"  'Repudiation  by  subsidiary  bodies 
of  their  own  constituted  central  au- 
thority will  not  be  tolerated,"  de- 
clared Mr.  Moore,  president  of  the 
Trades  and  Labor  Congress  of  Can- 
ada, tonight.  "Such  action  destroys 
organized  effort,  and  we  would  sooner 
withdraw  our  charters  entirely  than 
attempt  to  carry  on  as  a  mob 
throughout  the  country  and  allow  the 
trades  councils  chartered  by  us  to 
be  used  by  the  One  Big  Union  mem- 
bers to  destroy  the  bona  fide  trade 
unions." 

"This  action  by  the  Winnipeg  coun- 
cil may  be  taken  as  Indicating  the 
settled  policy  and  plan  of  campaign 
of  the  Congress  executive  toward  the 
One  Big  Union  movement  wherever 
it  apepnrs  in  Canada." 

Mr.  A.  A.  Bigg  had  not  received 
the  advices  referred  to  in  the  fore- 
going dispatch  last  night,  but  he  said 
he  was  in  anticipation  of  the  de- 
cisions contained  therein.  "The  can- 
cellation of  the  charter  of  the  present 
trades  and  labor  council,"  Mr.  Rigg 
said,  "will  mean  the  formation  of  a 
new  trades  council  In  Its  entirety, 
composed  of  organizations  that  will 
accept  the  rulings  of  the  Trades  Con- 
gress of  Canada  in  toto.  This  will 
mean  that  only  organizations  with  in- 
ternational affiliations  will  be  eligible 
for  membership." 

EFFORTS  ARE  MADE 

TO  CLEAR  WILHELM 

BERLIN.  July  18. — A  letter  writ- 
ten by  former  Emperor  William  on 
July  28,  1914,  to  Dr.  von  Bethmann- 
Hollweg,  then  Imperial  German 
Chancellor,   is  published  here. 

The  letter  says  that,  after  having 
read  the  Serbian  reply  to  the  Aus- 
trian ultimatum.  It  was  the  opinion 
of  the  Emperor  that  all  of  Austria's 
wishes  hart  been  met  and  that  all 
prround  for  war  was  removed.  It 
adds,  however,  that  as  the  Serbians 
"are  Orientals  and  untrustworthy," 
the  Austrlans  should  occupy  Belgrade 
until  the  Serbian  promises  are  ful- 
filled. 

"On  that  basis,"  says  the  Em- 
peror. "I  would  be  ready  to  arrange 
peace  in  Austria." 

Six  foal  Minors  Killed 
BLUEFIBLD.  W.  Va.,  July  18. — 
Six  miners  were  killed  In  an  explos- 
ion thai  wrecked  the  Tazewell  mine 
near  here  today.  Two  hundred  men 
who  were  in  the  mine  at  the  time 
were  trapped  for  several  hours,  but 
were  rescued  later  by  workmen,  who 
dug  through  the  wreckage.  Five 
bodies  had  been  recovered  up  to 
three   q'clock    this   afternoon.

In  Farewell  Message  Speaks 
of  Policy  He  Would  Follow 
In    Regard    to    Germany, 
.  Russia  and  Ireland. 


LONDON.  July  18. — Lieut.-Oen. 
Smuts,  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa, 
and  member  of  the  British  peace 
delegation,  In  a  farewell  message  ad- 
vocates appeasement  and  reconcilia- 
tion with  Germany  and  encourage- 
ment of  th»  "present  moderate  re- 
publican administration  in  Oermany 
which  which  is  successfully  fighting 
the  European  battle  against  an- 
archy." 

Oen.  Smuts  strongly  urges  leaving 
Russia  to  settle  her  own  affairs,  on 
the  ground  that  "a  sober  soviet  sys- 
tem may  be  better  than  barbarism, 
to  which  the  present  policy  seems 
inevitably  to  be  tending*  »and  de- 
clares that  British  statesmen  should 
apply  the  same  medicine  to  Ireland 
that  they  applied  to  Bohemia. 

"A  brutal  fact,"  Gen.  Smuts  con- 
tinues, "is  that  Britain  is  a  very  small 
island  on  the  face  of  a  continent  in 
which  70,000,000  Germans  represent 
a  most  Important  and  formidable  na- 
tional factor.  You  cannot  have  a 
stable  Europe  without  a  stable  and 
settled  Germany;  you  cannot  have  a 
stable  and  settled  Britain  while  Ger- 
many is  weltering  in  confusion. 
Therefore  the  appeasement  of  Ger- 
many  becomes   of   first    importance.' 

Gen.  Smuts,  in  urging  encourage- 
ment of  the  republican  administration 
in  Oermany,  says  the  issue  probaly 
would  be  decided  in  Oermany  and 
that  President  Ebert  "deserves  our 
backing  and  encouragement." 

Dealing  with  questions  concerning 
the  Empire  and  the  Dominions,  Gen. 
Smuts  says  the  most  pressing  of  all 
is  the  Irish  question. 

"It  has  become  a  chronic  wound, 
whose  septic  effects  are  spreading  to 
our  whole  system,  and  through  Its  In- 
fluence on  America  beginning  to 
poison  our  most  vital  relations,"  says 
Gen.  Smuts.  "Unless  It  is  settled  on 
the  great  principles  which  form  the 
basis  of  this  Empire,  this  Empire 
must  cease  to  exist." 

Gen.  Smuts  regards  whole  chapters 
of  the  peace  treaty  as  nothing  com- 
pared with  the  supreme  importance  of 
having  a  stable,  democratic,  repub- 
lican Germany  represented  on  the 
League  of  Nations.  He  expresses 
doubt  of  the  wisdom  of  the  policy 
which  seems  to  be  pursued  towards 
Russia  and  declares  that  Russia  can 
only  be  saved  internally  by  the  Rus- 
sians themselves,  working  on  Russian 
methods  and  Ideas.  He  urges  •  the 
Allies  to  leave ,  Russia  alone,  remove 
the  blockade  snd  adopt  a  policy  of 
friendly  neutrality  and  impartiality 
to  all  factions. 

"Be  patient  with  sick  Russia;  give 
her  time  and  sympathy  and  await  the 
results  of  her  convalescense,"  he  said.

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LONDON.  July  18? — Russia  at  the 
present  moment  is  the  keynote  of  the 
future  peace  of  the  world,  and  the 
redeeming  of  that  country  must  be 
the  first  duty  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions, said  Colonel  Winston  Spencer 
Churchill,  Secretary  for  War,  In.  an 
address  at  the  British  Press  Club 
dinner  last  night. 

"If  the  whole  of  Russia  and  its  re- 
sources fall  into  tin-  hands  of  Lentne 
and  Trotsky,  the  whole  power  of  the 
Bolshevik  forces  will  be  _thrown 
against  those  little  slates  which  have 
been  promised  the  protection  of  the 
League  of  Nations.  If  the  Bolshevik 
forces  prevail  In  Russia,  those  little 
states,  nay,  Russia  Itself,  will  fall  In- 
to the  hands  of  Germany,"  he  con- 
tinued. 

Mr.  Churchill  defended  the  action 
of  the  Allies  in  sending  troops'  to 
Russia,  and  said  if  the  Ave  Great 
Powers  should  be  able  to  act  in  con- 
cert, "these  things  would  not  be  as 
thoy.  are   there." 

He  declared  that  more  than  300.- 
000  Bolshevik!  were  being  held  in 
check  by  the  Allies,  and  "If  the  Brit- 
ish Government  contributed  in  any 
way  toward  that  result,  I,  for  one,  re- 
joice." 

Mr.  Churchill  predicted  an  entire 
change  In  the  situation  within  a  fort- 
night, but  did  not  explain  what  it 
might  be. 

BELGIANS  WILL  FORM 
STEEL  COMBINATION 

BRUSSELS,  July  18. — Out  of  the 
ruins  of  Belgium's  steel  Industry, 
which  was  systematically  destroyed 
by  the  Germans,  will  spring  one  of 
the  biggest  steel  combinations  in  the 
world. 

Ten  or  twelve  of  the  most  powerful 
coiporations  whose  plants  were  laid 
waate  have  decided  to  pool  their 'in- 
terests into  one  Immense  undertak- 
ing. Stock  in  the  various  companies 
Is  being  taken  rare  of  according  to 
the  method  followed  In  merging 
many  American  plants  in  the  United 
States  Steel  Corporation.

RESULT 
OF  BRITISH  LOAN 


London  Papers  Offer  Different 
Opinions  on  Its  Success — 
"Satisfactory  in  View  of 
Circumstances," 


LONDON,  July  18. — The  Victory 
Loan  campaign  is  disappointing,  In 
the  opinion  of  several  morning  news- 
papers. Others,  however,  accept  the 
statement  of  J.  Austen  Chamberlain, 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  that  "in 
view  of  the  circumstances  the  result 
is  very  satisfactory." 

The  Dally  Mall  says:  "Doubtless 
millions  of  people  are  so  hard  hit  by 
high  prices  and  taxation  that  they  can 
not  subscribe,  but  there  are  enor- 
mous accumulated  war  and  other 
profits,  whose  possessors  have  failed 
to  respond  to  the  patriotic  appeal." 

"The  results  make  It  only  too 
clear,"  says  The  Telegraph,  "that 
further  efforts  will  be  needed  before 
.our  finances  are  placed  on  a  really 
sound   basis." 

The  Herald  (Labor)  Insists  that  the 
country's  finances  must  be  rehabili- 
tated through  a  levy  on  capital. 

The  Dally  News  does  not  take  an 
optimistic  view  of  the  situation,  but 
says:  "If  the  disappointing  result  of 
the  Victory  Loan  persuades  the  Gov- 
ernment that  the  stage  of  easy  bor- 
rowing is  over,  and  that  the  financial 
demand  for  the  future  will  In  some 
way  have  to  be  met  out  of  Income 
and  capital,  and  not  by  mortgaging 
posterity,  It  will  not  have  been  too 
dearly  bought." 

"When  the  Innumerable  counter-at- 
tractions open  to  the  Investor  are  con- 
sidered," says  The  Chronicle,  "the 
loan  must  be  considered  a  great  suc- 
cess. With  the  removal  of  capital  Is- 
sue restrictions,  every  trade  and  in- 
dustry Is  clamoring  for  new  capital 
to  set  factories  to  work  again  and  re- 
construct  trade." 

Chancellr  of  the  Exchequer  Cham- 
berlain, In  the  Jlouse  of  Commons 
yesterday  announced  a  number  of

to  £40  in  respect  of  the  first  child, 
the  substitution  of  the  age  of  18  for 
18  for  children  when  engaged  their 
whole  time  In  studying  and  the  samo 
allowance  as  for  widowers  In  the  case 
of  elder  sons  who  were  family  bread- 
winners and  have  to  engage  house- 
keepers or  guardians  for  younger 
brothers  and  sisters. 

Replying  to  a  motion  by  Hon.  A. 
Shaw,  member  for  Kilmarnock,  which 
proposed  the  abolition  of  income  'tax 
on  profits  from  sales  of  Dominions' 
products  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
Chancellor  Chamberlain  declared  the 
result  of  the  motion  would  be  to  give 
preference  to  the  manufacturers  of 
the  Dominions  as  compared  with  the 
home  producers.

WAGE  WILL  STAND 

VANCOUVER,  July  18.— Despite 
protests  from  manufacturers  both  In 
Vancouver  and  Victoria,  Mr.  J.  D. 
McNlven,  Deputy  Minister  of  Labor, 
announced  yesterday  that  the  mini- 
mum wage  for  girls  over  18  employed 
in  factories  will  be  614  a  week,  as 
recommended  unanimously  by  the 
Minimum  Wsge  Board  conference  on 
June  18.  After  the  award  has  he- 
come  effective,  which  will  not  until 
August  $6,  the  Act  provides  that  a 
new  conference  to  reconsider  the 
award  may  be  called,  bat  Mr.  Mo- 
Nlven  la  doubtful  whether  there  Is 
any  procedure  by  which  the  matter 
nan  be  reopened  until  then.

The    Peace    which    has 
come,  st  It  la  commensurate  with  the 
tremendous      sacrifices      Involved      to 
bring   it  about,,  is    invested    with    a 
grandeur       which       measures       itself 
against   the   centuries,   and   it   is   but 
right  <t  should  be  commemorated  by 
Te  Deums  from  all  the  choirs  and  or- 
chestras  of  earth.      There   is  a  dual 
vlcdgry  to  celebrate,   for  not  only  is 
there  the  glory  of  achievement  over 
a    common   foe,    but   the    knowledge 
that  we  ourselves    have    been    mads 
anew.

The  honor  that  is  being  done  by  to- 
day's pageant  la  to  Canada  and  the 
Empire  and  because  of  this  there 
should  be  no  sectional  differences  of 
opinion  about  who  should  and  who 
should  not  participate.  The  wlvea 
and  famines  of  many  returned  sol- 
diers of  all  ranks  may  prefer  their 
men  folk  should  spend  the  time  with 
them  as  spectators  of  the  pageant; 
hut  that  la  *  selfish  view  to  take,  for 
they  made  the  great  sacrifice  of  giv- 
ing them  up  to  the  service  of  their 
country,  whereas,  today,  they  are 
only  asked  to  spare  them  for  an  hour 
or  so. 

The  success  of  the  pageant  depends 
largely  on  the  willingness  of  the  re- 
turned soldiers  to  parade.

As  an  Eastern  Canadian  farmer's 
son,  with  considerable  experience 
with  thia  pent,  I  may  be  permitted  to 
say  that  an  hour  of  present  prevention 
may  save  weary  years  of  trying  to 
cure  this  thistle  evil.  Do  not  let 
thistles  come  to  full  bloom,  or  the 
seeds  will  ripen  and  spread,  as  suffi- 
cient nutriment  remains  in  the  stalk 
to  ripen  the  seed  in  a  flowering  thistle. 

This  old  poem  may  help  to  fix  the 
thistle  time  In  memory. 

".Tut  thistles  in  May. 

They'll  grow  ln  a  day. 
Cut  them  ln  June, 

They'll  grow  very  soon. 
But  cut  fh  July, 

They' very  soon  die." 

It  may  be  well  to  not*  that  In  a 
mild  climate,  such  as  we  enjoy  here, 
thistles  and  other  waed  pests  make 
rapid  growth  and  require  btern  meas- 
ures for  their  suppression.

"  with  the  names  of  those  British  Co- 
lumbians who  fell  In  the  Great  War 
will,  no  doubt,  be  adopted  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Government.  /  Mr.  Prank 
Giolma,  M.P.P..  wfco  is  responsible 
for  the  idea,  believes  the  task  of 
assembling  the  names  should  devolve 
upon  the  Returned  Soldiers'  Aid  Com- 
mission, which  Is  a  Provincial  depart- 
ment, and  thia  suggestion  will  com- 
mend Itself  to  Premier  Oliver.  Ac- 
cording to  figures  made  public  by  the 
Adjutant-General,  there  will  be  5,?M 
names  to  be  Inscribed  on  the  proposed 
tablets,  but  this  number  does  not  In- 
clude those  British  Columbians  who 
fell  whl^e  serving  with  the  "  Im- 
perial Army.  Nor  does  It  account  for 
deaths  In  the  naval  service,  sf  It  Is 
possible  some  -hundred  more  namss 
will  have  to  be  added  to  the  »toUl  we 
hav*  quoted.

READING  ALOUD 

From   The  London   Spectator. 


To  be  able  to  read  aloud  well  Is  a 
great  accomplishment,  though  one 
which  of  late  years  ha»  been  under- 
valued. In  the  days  when  women 
spent  a  good  deal  of  time  by  the 
fire,  and  took  pleasure  in  needle- 
work, reading,  working,  and  tea  filled 
a  pleasant  afternoon.  Many  mothers 
read  systematically  every  day  to 
their  children,  and  not  a  few  men 
either  listened  or  read  aloud  in  the 
evening  when  they  had  nothing  bet- 
ter to  do.  Some  of  the  latter, 
though  they  were  ready  readers, 
were  impatient  listeners.  They 
wanted  to  get  on  faster,  they  said, 
and  the  more  the  book  Interested 
them  the  more  they  longed  to  take 
it  out  of  the  reader's  hands.  They 
were  occasionally  persons  of  dramatic 
gift,  and  perhaps  their  critical  fac- 
ulty as  well  as  their  impatience  un- 
fitted them  for  the  part  of  audience. 
Generally  speaking,  however,  women 
read  the  best,  and  scores  of  people 
remember  with  peculiar  vividness 
and  pleasure  the  novels  and  the 
poetry  which  their  mothers  read  to 
them  in  their  'teens.  They  preserve  a 
delightful  recolection  of  Scott,  Thack- 
eray, the  Brontes,  and  01sraell,  even- 
though  they  may  confess,  that  they 
never  now  take  them  down  from  the 
Shelves.  No  one,  we  would  remark 
by  way  of  parenthesis,  "preserves  a 
recollection"  of  Miss  Austen.  We  be- 
lieve she  is  the  only  great  English 
writer  of  whom  it  might  be  said 
that  no  one  ever  read  her  with  any 
appreciation  and  read  her  only  once. 
Her  lovers  read  her  "at  intervals" 
all  their  lives. 

But  to  go  back  to  the  art  of  read- 
ing alpud.  The  first  essential  is  a 
pleasant  voice.  We  have,  however, 
known  readers  who  fancied  their 
own  reading,  and  who  possessed  no 
other  qualification.  The  effect  was 
monotonous,  and  even  soporific.  We 
should  say  that  the  two  most  difficult 
things  to  read  really  well  are  the 
newspaper  and  the  Bible.  The  easiest 
thing  to  read  is,  of  course,  fiction. 
Poetry 


other  studious  stuff  required  little 
besides  intelligence  and  practice.'  In 
this  case  the'  listener  wants  nothing 
but  to  know  what  Is  to  the  book,  and 
not  to  be  irritated  by  stumbling  or 
confused  by  obvious  incomprehension. 
.  it  Is  strange  that  the  reading  of 
the  Bible  aloud  In  an  aoeeptable 
manner  ahould  present— apparently 
— almost  Insuperable  difficulties.  It  is 
written  ln  tha  finest  English  of  the 
finest  period.  It  concerns  subjects  of 
universal  and  undying  Interest.  It  Is 
endeared  to  every  listener  by  tra- 
dition and  recollection,  but  the  evi- 
dence proves  it  hard  to  read  well. 
Men  specially  interested  in  philos- 
ophy and  religion,  specially  trained 
in  Hebrew  and  Greek  literature, 
specially  anxious  tp  bring  the  truths 
of  Scripture  home  to  their  audience, 
read  it  for  the  most  part  abominably 
badly.  Wo  cannot  insult  them  by 
supposing  their  weekly  task  an  easy 
one.  We  cannot,  ort  the  other  hand, 
deny  that  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments offer  extraordinary  scope  for 
fine  reading.  The  task  bf  the  curate 
at  the  lectern  is  like  the  task  of  the 
executant  before  the  piano.  The  one 
has  great  literature  before  him.  the 
other  great  music  The  audience 
waits  for  his  interpretation.  As  a 
rule,  with  many  and  marked  ex- 
ceptions, the  curate  runs  through  his 
work  in  such  a  mechanical  and  un- 
interested manner  as  would  empty 
a  concert  hall  if  imitated  by  his 
brother-artist.  He  reads  heroic  pas- 
sages as  though  they  were  dull, 
meditative  passages  of  the  highest 
inspiration,  as  though  they  were 
parish  notices,  arguments  as  cut- 
and-drled  snippets  of  dogmatism, 
and  shrewd  proverbs  as  '  sacred 
poetry.  How  can  he  like  to  seem  so 
indifferent  to  the  Book  whence  his 
Creed  and  his  ritual  have  been 
digged? 

~~  Of  course  he  would  say  that  he 
was  not  Indifferent,  that  reverence 
for  the  sacred  text  aa  a  whole  for- 
bids any  effort  to  emphasize  the 
secular  beauty  of  its  parts.  The  argu- 
ment is  not  perhaps  quite  so  silly 
as  it  sounds.  The  mind  of  man  de- 
mands an  act  of  worship.  All  such 
acts  tend  in  time  to  become  mechan- 
ical and  superstitious.  The  Re- 
formers thought  to  do  away  with, 
such  acts.  They  dreaded  I  their  de- 
generacy into  mere  hocus-pocus. 
Search  the  Scriptures,  they  urged, 
and  away  with  crosses  and  candles, 
prostrations  and  bells  and  beads.  At 
first  men  put  their  whole  hearts  and 
sosrts  Into  reading  of  the  Bible.  Then 
they  began  to  read  it  as  a  duty;  then 
as  a  sort  of  ritual.  They  minced  It 
up  Into  texts,  end  administered  it 
to  themselves  and  others  ln  con- 
venient form.  Such  superstition  was 
the  Inevitable  result  of  the  doctrine 
of  verbal  Inspiration.  The  doctrine 
Is  dead,  but  It  remains  enshrined  in 
a  custom,  a  custom  endeared  by 
lazittess,  ecclesiastical  vanity,  and 
self-conscious  shyness.  Half  the  men 
who  read  the  Bible  ln  church  simply 
do  not  try  to  read  well.     , 

However,    It    is    easy    to    be    ovar-

"What  can  we  do  to  allay  this 
dangerous  and  growing  spirit  of  un- 
rest?" asked  Mr.  C.  L.  "Parmer" 
Smith  at  yesterday  afternoon's  session 
of  the  Realty  Convention.  Then  he 
proceeded  to  answer  the  query  him- 
self. "Parmer"  Smith  Is  agriculturist 
for  the  Union  Pacific  System  and  has 
been  growing  crops  and  telling  how 
to  do  it  for  more  than  fifty  years. 

"One  of  the  best  checks  against 
this  dangerous  spirit,  which  we  label 
Bolshevism,  is  to  clean  out  the  city 
slums."  declared  Mr.  Smith.  "It  is  in 
the  alums,  the  congested  areas,  that 
the  moat  dangerous  form  of  unrest 
Is  being  bred  today.  The  only  way  to 
stop  It  is  to  stop  the  general  move- 
ment from  country  to  city,  and  to  en- 
courage the  movement  back  to  the 
land.  The  back-to-the-land  problem 
has  been  with  us  for  years,  but  we 
now  have  the  fact  of  the  nigh  cant 
of  city  living  as  an  added  Inducement 
in  getting  people  to  take  up  farming. 

"And  I  know  no  locality,"  con- 
tinued Mr.  Smith,  "where  land  can- 
not be  utilized  for  productive  pur- 
poses and  with  the  application  of 
advanced  methods  be  made  to  yield 
crOps  in  such  measure  as  to  provide 
the  farmer  with  every  reasonable 
comfort.  I  do  know  that  we  could 
double  the  output  of  this  country  by 
such  means  without  adding  one  single 
acre  to  the  cultivated  area. 

"The  morals,  religion  and  char- 
acter of  the  individual  U  materially 
influenced  by  the  thlnas  he  has  to  eat. 
Badly  cooked,  badly  served  fo»;d  has  a 
good  deal  to  do  with  developing  law- 
lessness in  the  slums  of  our  cities.  In 
the  country,  where  every  condition  of 
living  is  wholesome  and  healthful, 
the  individual  has  the  best  oppor- 
tunity of  developing  his  natural 
faculties  and  becoming  a  good  citizen. 
The  small  farmer  can  be  Independent 
and  live  like  a  king.  If  he  doesn't 
try  v  to  get  rich  quick  or.  in  other 
words,  try  to  get  something  for 
nofhlng;  If  he  recognizes  the  cardinal 
fact  that  the  conditions  of  living  are 
more  Important  than  the  accumula- 
tion of  wealth,  he  has  got  nothing  to 
worry  about.    .*. 

"I  know  you  realty  men  are 
patriotic,  and  I  think  you  realise  that 
what  this  country  wants  Is  mere  peo- 
ple on  the  land  and  fewer  In  the  cities. 
One  of  the  best  things  that  an  asso- 
ciation like  your  own  or  a  city  real 
estate  exchange  or  board  could  do  In 
the  Interests  of  your  country  would  be 
to  secure  one  of  the  large  farms 
already  under  cultivation,  sub-divide 
it,  and  sell  It  to  small  settlers,  not  aa 
a  matter  of  speculation,  but  In  an 
effort  to  create  a  few  better,  homes. 
One  of  the  greatest  handicaps  you 
have  probably  labored  under  la  the 
suspicion  aroused  by  the  transaction 
of  some  unscrupulous  land  specu- 
lators, and  there  has  been  ground  for 
n,  lot  of  that  suspicion.  I  have  about 
aa  much  use  for  the  speculator  as  I 
have  for  the  skunk  or  potato  bug."

CITIES  SHOULD  BE 
PLANNED  BY  EXPERTS 


Artistic  and  Practical  Sides 
Often  Neglected  in  Laying 
Out  Municipalities,  Says  Mr. 
C,  H,  Cheney  at  Convention, 


A  strong  plea  for  the  creation  of 
city  planning  commissions  In  every 
large  municipality  of  Canada  and 
the  United  States  was  advanced  be- 
fore the  Inter-State  Realty  Conyen- 
tlon  yesterday  afternoon  by  Mr. 
Charles  Henry  Cheney.'  secretary  of 
the  California  Conference  on  City 
Planning,  and  consultant  to  the  Port- 
land and  San  Francisco  city  planning 
commissions. 

"The  trouble  with  too  many  of  our 
Cities,"  said  Mr.  Cheney,  "is  that  the 
artistic,  as  well  aa  the  practical  side  of 
city  planning  has  been  neglected. 
Cities  have  been  built  Just  as  they 
grew,  so  to  speak,  without  considera- 
tion for  the  future.  In  many  cases, 
you  realty  men  have  been  the  only 
city  planners  available.  Now,  I  am 
convinced  that  this  question  of  the 
laylng-out  of  etties  is* ^oo  important 
a  one  to  be  left  to  solve  Itself.  There 
should  be  a  municipal  authority  on 
town*  planning,  or  a  commission  for 
the  same  purpose,  always  at  the  beck 
and  call  of  the  City  Council,  which 
the  Institution  would  serve  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity." 

Skyscrapers  Objectionable 

Mr.  Chaney  said  that  cone  regula- 
tions were  essential  to  any  settled 
community,  and  that  there  should  be 
definite  reservations  for  residential 
sections,  business  and  industrial  sec- 
tions. Incidentally,  he  asserted  that 
the  day  of  the  skyscraper  was  rapidly 
passing.  "The  high  building  — 
higher  than  ten  storeys — only  sucks 
out  adjacent  tenants  and  doesn't  pay 
Itself,"   he  said. 

Mr.  Worrall  Wilson,  president  of 
the  Washington  Title  Insurance  Com- 
pany, spoke  on  "Ideals  in  Title  Ser- 
vice."- 

After  dwelling  at  some  length  on 
the  relationship  of  the  title  man  to 
the  realtor,  Mr.  Wilson  said  '  that  to 
British  Columbians,  reared  in  the 
midst  of  a  system  of  Torrens  registra- 
tion, it  might  seem,  strange  that  in 
lifting  ideals  of  title  service  he  had 
not  mentioned  as  an.  ideal  the  intro- 
duction of  a  Universal  system  of  Tor- 
rens registration  with  the  United 
States. 

Torrens  Registration 

The  omission  is  Intentional  and  not 
accidental,  because  In  no  instance  in 
the  United  States  has  the  use  of  the 
Torrens  system,  even  though  fostered 
by  powerful  political  machinery  as 
in  Chicago,  or  by  all  the  power  of  a 
great  newspaper  editor,  aided  by  zeal- 
ous enthusiasts  in  California — In  no 
Instance  has  the  use  of  the  Torrens 
system  reached  a  degree  of  success 
that  made  it  at  all  a  formidable  rival 
of  other  systems.  The  majority  of 
our  states  have  Torrens  registration 
laws,  and  yet  in  all  but  three  or  four 
of  these  states  the  laws  have  become 
a  dead  letter,  despite  various  attempts 
to  tinker  with  them  and  revive  them, 
and  several  states,  including  both 
Oregon  and  Washington,  have  passed 
supplemental  laws  providing  simple 
methods  by  which  lands  registered 
under  the  Torrens  system  may  be 
withdrawn  and  rc-entcrcd  under  the 
old  recording  system. 

Conditions  Vary  In  l.  S. 

Why  Is  it  that  the  system  which  in 
in  successful  operation  in  a  large  por- 
tion of  Canada  and  Australia  has  re- 
peatedly proven  a  failure  in  the 
United  States?  Without  going  into 
the  exhaustive  details  of  legal  dis- 
cussion, I  may  briefly  state  this  con- 
clusion, that  whereas,  In  Canada,  un- 
der your  system  of  Jurisprudence; 
your  registrar  has  in  many  instances 
the  power  of  our  Judge  and  Jury  and 
court  of  appeals  all  assembled  in  him- 
self, with  us  the  exercise  of  such 
sweeping  powers  by  a  purely  adminis- 
trative officer  has  been  held  entirely 
unconstitutional.  Therefore  our  Tor* 
rens  taws  are  long,  Involved  and  com- 
plicated affairs,  which  require  '  so 
much  court  action  with  opportunities 
for  appeal  that  the  expense,  delay  and 
uncertainty  involved  have  rendered 
them  quite  unworkable  from  a  prac- 
tical standpoint,  and  we  have  fallen 
back  upon  other  expedients  for  pro- 
viding title  evidence.

IS  BADLY  WRECKED 



ST.  JOHN'S.  Nfld..  July  18.— In 
yesterday's  disastrous  attempt'  of 
Capt.  Raynham  to  hop  off,  the  re- 
built Martlnsyde  machine  made  a 
pood  run  of  30  yards  along  the 
ground  and  then  flew  about  50  yards 
.it  a  height  of  about  SO  feet.  It  then 
plunged  to  the  earth  and  its  noso  was 
burled  deep  in  the  turf.  The  wreck 
was  ascribed  by  airmen  to  the  in- 
ability of  the  machine  to  lift  the 
weight  of  the  350  gallons  of  gasoline 
which  she  carried  for  the  ocean  trip. 

One  axle  of  the  under-carriage 
was  broken,  both  wheels  torn  off,  the 
propeller  splintered,  the  radiator  rip- 
ped out,  the  aluminum  tanks  split,  the

BONUS  RESOLUTION 


Meeting  Last  Night  Favors 
Scheme  as  to  Gratuity  For- 

•  mulated  at  Vancouver — 
Meeting  After  Parade  Today

At  the  meeting  of  tho  Comrades  of 
the  Groat  War  last  night  Comrade 
Uotherd,  president  of  the  Vancouver 
chapter,  gave  an  address  on  the  reso- 
lution on  gratuities  adopted  by  that 
chapter  at  a  huge  meeting  held  at  the 
Avenue  Theatre  tnAhat  city. 

He  described  the  Inequalities  of  the 
present  system  of  gratuity  payments, 
and  stated  that  tho  resolution  adopted 
by  the  O.  W.  V.  A.  at  their  conven- 
tion would  only  benefit  those  who 
were  actually  in  need,  whereas  those 
who  had  given  up  occupations  and 
left  their  homes  would  not  be  ader 
quately  recompensed.  While  the  sol- 
diers were  away  fighting  for  their 
country  others  were  at  home  em- 
ployed at  exceptionally  high  wages, 
and  also  the  profiteers  were  operat- 
ing. He  stated  how  when  the  gov- 
ernment raised  money  it  cost  them 
huge  sums  in  discounts,  and  that  In 
any  case  the  returned  soldiers  them- 
selves after  fighting  for  the  country 
had  to  help  pay  the  expenses. 

The  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Vancouver  chapter  provided  that  to 
any  one,  male  or  female,  .,  who  had 
Served  in  an  actual  theatre  of  war, 
the  government  should  grant  the 
sum  of  12,500  in  cash,  or  $2,500  In 
bonds  at  5  per  cent  interest,  payable 
In  twenty  years.  This  would  include 
those  who  had  been  bona  ndc  resi- 
dents of  Canada  and  had  enlisted  in 
any  of  the  Allied  armies.  A  petition 
along  these  lines  is  being  circulated 
by  the  Vancouver  comrades. 

The  president  said  that  formerly 
he  had  been  against  a  large  gratuity, 
but  after  observing  the  conditions  of 
country  had  changed  his  mind. 
After  some  discussion  Comrade 
Smith  moved  that  the  Vancouver 
resolution  be  endorsed  and  that  a 
mass. meeting  be  held  after  the  par- 
ade today  of  all  "A"  button  men. 
This  was  carried  unanimously  amid 
applause.  Comrade  Ootherd  volun- 
teered to  speak  at  tho   meeting. 

Among  the  new  members  intro- 
duced were  five  nursing  sisters:  Miss 
\V.  la.  Hibbs,  22  months  in  France; 
Miss  Mary  E.  Morrison,  35  months  in 
France;  Miss  8aunders,  31  months  in 
France;  Miss  Sennett,  22  months  in 
France,  and  Miss  Pierce,  37  months 
In  France. 

I'nlt.s  or  Association 

In*  connection  with  the  parade  to- 
day Comrade  Abrahams  said  it  was 
proposed  tho  Comrades  march  as  an 
Association  for  the  reason  that 
there  were  no  longer  any  regimental 
units;  .that  the  different  organiza- 
tions wore  now  the  places  where  the 
comrades  would  meet,  and  that  any- 
thing done  for  returned  men  would 
be  done  by  the  organizations.  Men 
should  choose  for  themselves 
whether  they  wished  to  join  the 
units  or  the  association.  He  also 
stated  that  In  spite  of  any  reports  to 
the  contrary  Pipe  Major  Wlshart  and 
his  pipe  band  of  25  pieces  would 
march  at  the  head  of  the  Comrades. 

In  place  of  Comrade  Olsen.  who 
has  resigned  as  treasurer.  Comrade 
Ingledew  was  unanimously  elected. 

There  was  a  short,  lively  discus- 
sion on  the  question  of  the  labor 
unions.  In  answer  to  a  letter  the 
Metal  Trades  Council  asked  for  fur- 
ther information,  stating  that  they 
were  always  ready  to  do  justice  to 
any  genuine  returned  overseas  man, 
or  to  any  other  man.  Further  cases 
of  discrimination  were  recited.  One 
of'  the  Comrades  stated  he  had  been 
told  that  the  Comrades  were  ignor- 
ant of  the  working  of  unions.  In- 
dignation was  expressed  at  this  inas- 
much as  a  large  number  of  returned 
soldiers  had  been  and  were  mem- 
bers  of   unions.

The  supporters  of  the  present  form 
of  unionism  decided  to  keep  their 
charter.  .Only  ten  men  are  needed 
to  do  this.  The  local  of  shipyard 
laborers,  riggers  and  fasteners  there- 
fore continues  to  exist  aa  before. 
What  action  the  O.B.U.  supporters 
will  take  is  not  known.  The  meeting 
broke  up  at  midnight,  with  I.  L.  of  A. 
supporters  predominating.

Heuston.  of  Tacoma,  yesterday,  when 
addressing  the  Inter-State  Realty 
Convention.  Mr.  Houston  spoke  on 
the  subject  of  building  cost*  and  at- 
tempted  a  forecast  of  the  future.  "If 
you  consider  real  estate  a  highly 
liquid  asset,"  ho  said,  -I  would  ad. 
vise  you  to  hold,  for  Immediate 
prices 'will  probably  go  to  a  point 
of  Inflation;  If  hot,  the  future  seems 
to  hold  no  great  change  for  our 
valuations,  with  a  gradual  down- 
ward tendency  extending  over  a  long 
period." 

"Roughly       speaking,"     said     Mr. 
Houston,  "there  are  three  integers  In 
the    cost   of    building,    each    with    Its 
various  ramifications,  namely:  Wages, 
material   costs,  and   business     condi- 
tions.   Wage  scales  are  supported  by 
an    actual   shortage    of   cheap    labor; 
living  coats  are  high  and  the  normal 
law  of  supply  and  demand  Is  much 
more   nearly   responsible   for   present 
wages    than    any    tendency   towards 
profiteering.     The  army,   war   Indus- 
tries,  and     the  ebb  of     the  tide  of 
migration  has  created  this  condition 
and   now  all  classes  of  business,  In- 
dustrial,  professional     and     agricul- 
tural are  experiencing  renewed  activ- 
ities with  the  coming  of  peace.  Due 
largely   to   the   educational    Influence 
of  army  life  and  to  the  taste  of  pros- 
perity through  war  wages,  labor  has 
become   ambitious   for   larger   profits 
and   bettor  living  conditions,     simul- 
taneously finding  an  opportunity     to 
realise      Its      desires    In    a    situation 
unlqus  and   Impelling.     The  various 
labor   organisations   with   good    busi- 
ness   acumen    therefore,    have      been 
able  to  force  acquiescence  to  almost 
all   demands. 

Governed  by  Wages 
"Material  pries*  are  governed     by 
wage      scaless.        Wagea      determine 
nearly  all  costs  of  the  extracting  of 
raw   materials,   the  milling,  and  the 
delivery   of  the   finished   products  to 
tho    consumer.      Freight    rates      will 
probably  go  higher  in  an  attempt  to 
cover   the   admitted    losses     of     the 
Government  operations,   or  this     an- 
ticipated   expense    will    he    added    to 
some    other    Item    through    taxation 
levied    for    railroad    support.       Steel 
prices,   largely   dependent  upon     the 
railroad  and  Government  orders,  (ell 
away    sharply   when    fighting    ceased, 
and   the  recent  recovery  to  a  happy 
medium  seems  to  be  due  to  building 
actlvites  almost  exclusively.  Whether 
steel  will  go   higher  depends  largely 
on  what  happens  to  the   railroads- 
Just   now   a   matter   for   much   com- 
ment,  but  little   Information.     Lum- 
ber prices  continue  to  soar. 

"The  economic  side  of  this  situa- 
tion, generally  spoken  of  as  'business 
conditions,'  Is  interesting.  Frequent- 
ly we  have  heard  It  said  that  tho 
reason  living  18  so  high  la  because  a 
dollar  is  worth  but  fifty  cents.  The 
reverse  is  squally  true.  In  consider- 
ing the  price  question,  we  must  think 
in  terms  of  a  new  currency  rather 
than  in  terms  of  higher  prices.  Bil- 
lions of  dollars  of  mew  money, 
credits  and  bonds  issued  during  the 
war  have  depreciated  the  value  of 
our  currency  to  a  marked  extent. 
Lavish  government  expenditures  of 
money  borrowed  from  the  public  on 
the  security  of  bonds,  each  bond  In 
Itself  with  a  purchasing  power  of  so 
much  currenoy  have  had  the  effect  of 
showing  the  producer  how  little  the 
average  individual  has  to  spend.  The 
'careful  buying  of  the  housewife  has 
been  lost  in  the  tremendous  demand 
of  public  necessity.  Low  interest  of- 
fered by  banking  institutions,  and 
the  Government  for  war  Industry  ex- 
pansion, created  great  credits— -the 
spending  of  huge  sums  non-existent 
and  unearned,  and  this  composite 
sum  of  paper  wealth  has  flooded  the 
United  States  with  currency.  The 
only  real  cheap  thing  today  is 
money. 

The  Relief  of  Peace 
"So  much  for  the  causes  of  the 
present  prices.  These  things  we 
have  helped  bring  into  being,  Im- 
pelled by  the  necessity  of  defeating 
a  powerful  menacing  foe.  "Peace 
conditions  relieve  us  from  this  neceet 
slty  and  to  put  ourselves  thoroughly 
on  a  pre-war  footing  of  business  is 
as  much  a  problem  for  the  entire 
world  as  it  Is  for  the  realtors  of  the 
Pacific  Northwest.  In  the  present 
outlook  one  perceives  little  change 
from  present  conditions.'  The  re- 
turned soldiers  have  been  rapidly  ab- 
sorbed by  old  employers,  who,  owing 
to  Increased  business,  are  able  to 
employ    a    much    increased    quota    of

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help;  by  public  works,  and  the  gen- 
eral demands  of  Industrial  prosperity. 
Clerical  wages  should,  and  "probably 
will,  go  higher  to  keep  pace  with  the 
increased  cost  of  living,  but  beyond 
that  the  best  authorities'  see  no 
change  unless  it  he  exceedingly 
gradual.  There  is  nothing  on  which 
to  base  a  prophecy  regarding  the 
cost  of  material  in  the  future  other 
than  the  probable  wages  to  be  paid 
and  the  fact  that  business  in  the 
condition  ours  Is  tends  to  inflation, 
speculation,  and  higher  prices.  Such 
a  rise  would  be  uncalled  for  and 
deleterious,  though  natural  and  with 
many  well  known  precedents,  such 
as  the  thirteen  years  following  the 
struggle  with  the  Confederacy. 

"Our  Interest  In  the  development  of 
the  building  schedules  Is  not  mere 
curiosity.  Shall  we  sell  our  build- 
ings at  the  values  accrued  during 
recent  years,  or  keep  them,  and  build 
others  to  reap  the  golden  harvest  of 
a  new  increment?  This  question  is 
partly  answered  In  the  foregoing  dis- 
cussion of  the  causes  of  the  present 
prices,  but  concretely  It  appears  to 
the  highest  authorities  that  the  best 
advice  is  to  proceed  as  usual — do  not 
force  Improvements,  thereby  becom- 
ing an  integral  factor  of  the  Impend- 
ing Inflation;  neither  should  we  re- 
trench' In  anticipation  of  dropping 
prices.  The  drop  will  be  gradual  so 
far  as  the  physical  valuation  of 
building*  are  concerned,  if  In  truth 
ther*  will  be  a  drop  at  all."

None  of  the  students  in' the  Sum- 
mer School  are  more  Interested  or 
more  sensible  of  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  lectures  and  rtemoiv- 
stratlons  than  those  High  School 
teachers  who  have  chosen  the  course 
in-  general  science. 

On  Thursday  afternoon  Prof.  A.  H. 
Hutchinson,  M.A.  Ph.  D.,  of  the 
University  of  British  Columbia,  gave 
the  students  a  clear  outline  of  the 
process  by  whiqh  plants  store  up 
Jood  and  perform  the  formations  of 
respiration  common  to  plants  and 
animals.  This  was  the  last  of  the 
lectures  given  by  Dr.  Hutchinson 
who  left  Victoria  on  the  afternoon 
boat. 

The  next  period  was  devoted  to 
the  microscopic  study  of  the  seod 
vessel  of  the  Illy.  Bach  pupil  was 
supplied  with  an  instrument,  a 
number  having  been  loaned  by  the 
Provincial  university.  John  David- 
son, F.L.8.,  directed  the  class  in 
this  research  work^and  gave  Illus- 
trations to  the  class  and  to  In- 
dividual  pupils. 

Prof.  Davidson  very  kindly  ,  took 
time  to  give  an  outline  of  the  pur- 
poses in  view  in  teaching  botany  at 
the   Summer  School. 

In  the  elementary  class  the  ob- 
ject* were  to  assist  the  teachers  to 
take  up  Nature  work  more  Intelli- 
gently and  with  greater  enthusiasm, 
and  to  widen  their  own  outlook. 
Love  of  one's  country  is  Increased 
by  familiarity  with  Its  native  plants, 
as  Is  proved  by  the  poetry  and  litera- 
ture of  older  lands. 

The  aim  of  this  elementary  teach- 
ing Is  to  enable  the  students  to 
recognise  and  name  the  Aowers  and 
plants  whioh  grow  in  their  neighbor* 
hood.  Many  of  our  wild  plants  are 
medicinal,  others  are  edible.  It  Is  by 
no  means  unimportant  .  in  a  new 
country  to  he  able  to  select  those 
species  which  have  healing  proper- 
>  ties  or  cart  be  used  for  food. 

Plants  tell  the  story  of  their  own 
lives  and  children  take  a  delight  in 
discovering  what  this  is.  The  teach- 
ers who  are  gathering  specimens 
and  watching  growing  plants  will  be 
able  to  tell  the  children  the  names 
of  the  plants  they  And,  their  uses 
and  something  concerning  their 
structure  and  the  functions  of  their 
various  parts.  A  great  field  of  In- 
terest will.  In  this  way,  be  opened 
up  to  them.  . 

Plant  Communities 

In  the  advanced  clam,  Prof.  David- 
son deals  with  plant  communities. 
How  certain  types  of  plant  Ufa  are 
adapted  to  the  bog,  the  dry  belt,  the 
sand  d&ne,  salt  marshes,  lakes 
wooded  land  and  forest  is  pointed' 
out.  In  the  Manual  Training  sec- 
tion special  attention  Is  devoted  to 
the  Identification  of  forest  trees. 

High  School  teachers  and  others 
who  had  studied  botany  in  Eastern 
Canada  and  had  a  knowledgs  of 
plant  life  there,  And  they  have  a 
great  deal  to  learn  as  soon  as  :h*y 
cross  the  Rodfty  Mountains,  in 
many  ways  they  are  like  strangers  In 
a  new  land.  It  Is  the  aim  of  the 
teachers  of  botany  to  give  the  help 
such  students  need. 

By  means  of  lantern  slides  and  the 
microscope  the  structure  of  the 
lower  or  more  minute  forms  of 
plant  life  are  studied.  The  fungi 
and  algae  are  distinguished.  Atten- 
tion Is  devoted  to  the  diseases  of 
plants,  and  the  commercial  value  »f 
different  species  studied.  The  kelps 
and  other  sea-plant*  of  the  Paciflc 
Coast  form  an  important  division

Interest  the  work,  so  far  as  it  went, 
must  be  systematic  and  orderly/ 

It  was  plain  during  Dr.  Hutchin- 
son's lecture  on  the  internal  struc- 
ture and  life  processes  of  plants  that 
the  student  who  had  some  knowledge 
of  chemistry  was  much  bettor  pre- 
pared to  continue  the  study  of 
botany.    *  • 

In  the  general  science  section  Mr. 
E.  W.  Hamilton  Smith,  M.A..  of  the 
Victoria  High  School,  has  charge  of 
the  course  in  chemistry.  In  physics 
Professor  Eliot,  now  of  the  Univer- 
sity, is  instructor.  Students  jtre 
unanimous  in  their  appreciation  of 
the  advantage  they  are  gaining  from 
these  lectures  of  these  gentlemen. 
Change  in  Text.  Books 

The  new  book  on  General  Science 
which  will  next  year  be  used  by 
pupils  In  the  first  year  of  Hlsh 
School  ig  designed  to  open  tho  eyes 
of  the  students  to  th*  wonders  in 
the  natural  world.  The  course  In 
General  Science  has  been  prepared 
for  the  teachers  who  will  use  this 
text  book  for  the  flrst  time,  as  well 
as  to  give  others  a  deeper  insight 
into  subjects  they  have  previously 
studied. 

Next  week  Dr.  MacLean  Fraser 
will  be  one  of  the  Instructors.  His 
specialty,  as  most  people  know,  is 
sea  Ufa,  and  It  to  anticipated  that 
investigations  into  the  marine  life  of 
the  neighborhood  of  Victoria  will  be 
carried  on  at  low  tide. 

I.  W.  Baetham,  B.  Sc,  Provincial 
plant  pathologist,  takes  the  place  or 
Dr.  Hutchinson  as  Instructor  in 
botany  next  week. 

The  students  who  have  joined  Mr. 
Shales'  classes  In  school  games  are 
utilising  every  spare  moment.

It  Is  difficult  to  restrain  one's 
patience  when  such  .twaddle  Is  pub- 
lished In  a  magazine  whloh  pretends 
to  speak  for  well-informed  shipping 
men,  whoever  these  anonymous 
authorities  may  be.  During  the  per- 
iod of  hysteria  preceding  the  armis- 
tice,, It  was  even  suggested  that  the 
Cyclops'  captain  bad  taken  her  Into 
a  .German  port,  because  he  was  a 
pro-German:  but  this  was  Quickly 
disproved  when  the  Allies  made  a 
search  of  German  ports  after  the 
armistice. 

The  "Cyclops"  belonged  to  a  type 
whloh  has  proved  quite  satisfactory  in 
service.  The  "well-informed  shipping 
men"  who  prate,  about  the  Inferior 
stability  of  the  "Cyclops"  •  probably 
have  not  the  slightest  conception  off 
the  principles  of  hydrodynamics  upon 
which  stability  calculations  are  baaed 
and  upon  being  shown  the  lines  and 
inclining  tests  of  a  number  of  vessels 
could  not  express  any  founded  opinion 
on  their  stability.  Now  that  the  war 
Is   over    it   Is   permissible   to  say   that* 


the  opinion  entertained  among  con- 
struction officers  of  the  United  States 
Navy  as  to  the  disappearance  of  the 
"Cyclops"  is  that  the  vessel  probably 
broke  in  two.  She  was  620  feet  long 
on  load  water  line,  with  an  extreme 
breadth  of  6f  feet  and  a  mean  draft 
of  27.8  feet  loaded,  the  displacement 
at  that  draft  being  19,360, tons  Two 
more  vessels  were  built  for  the  United 
States  Navy  of  exactly  the  same  dim- 
ensions, the  "Neptune'.'  and  "Jupiter," 
which  have  given  no  trouble  on  ac- 
count of  lack  of  stability,  the  arrange- 
ment of  cranes  In  all  caaea  being  slml- 
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over,  constitute  no  danger  as  an  up- 
setting force  due  to  Increase  in  wind 
area,  which  force  could  only  come  into 
play  in  the  light  trim  condition,  when 
it  Is  offset  by  the  topside  ballast  tanks. 
It  is  surmised  that  continuous  over- 
straining of  tne  structure  in  time 
caused  a  crack  in  the  sheerstrake 
amidships  leading  to  her  being  rent 
asunder  In,  a  few  seconds.  On  np  other 
theory  can  it  be  explained  that  no 
wreckage  was  ever  found.

This  is  the  statement  made  by  Ad- 
mlral  von  -Scheer,  the  former  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the.  German  High 
Seas  Fleet,  In  an  Interview  at  Wei- 
mar with  Mr.  Cyril  Brown,  the  corre- 
spondent ef  The  New  fork  World. 
The  Admiral  who,  oesidee  voicing  the 
satisfaction  at  the  treachery  of  hi* 
men  In  terms  whloh  are  a  mixture  of 
Jubilation  and  Insolent  defiance,  took 
the  opportunity,  as  did  Gen.  Luden- 
dorff  in  a  recent  interview,  to  curry 
favor  with  America  by  making  invid- 
ious comparisons  between  her  mo- 
tives and  those  of  the  other  Allies  In 
regard  to  the  fixing  ol  the  terms  of 
peace,  as  well  as  her  probable  future 
attitude  towards  Germany.  He  a*lso 
'imitates  his  late  colleague  In  attempt- 
ing to  sow  suspicion  among  the  Allies 
through  discussion  of  their  future 
policies. 

With  regard  to  the  sinking  of  the 
German.  Fleet,  Admirnl  von  Scheer 
t-ald  his  satisfaction  arose  from  two 
causes. 

Tho  first  (he  declared)  Is  that  the 
fleet  has 'been  prevented  from  falling 
permanently  Into  the  hands  of  the 
British.  It  would  have  been  painful 
for  our  good  ships,  after  sailing  the 
seas  for  years,  to  coino  under  enemy 
flags.  This  humiliating' and  painful 
sight  is  now  spared  us  by  the  brave 
deeds  at  Scapa  Flow.  The  second 
reason  why  I  rejoice  Is  that  the  stain 
of  surrender  has  been  wiped  from 
the  escutcheon  of  the  German  fleet. 
The  sinking  of  the  ships  has  proved 
that  the  spirit  of  the  fleet  is  not  dead. 
This  last  act  is  true  to  the  best  tra- 
ditions of  the  German  navy.  The 
deed  was  spontaneous,  and,  I  am  con- 
vinced, was  not  ordered  or  inspired 
from  Berlin.  Our  seamen  were  un- 
willing to  bear  the  final  disgrace  or 
uuffer  that  the  ships  should  be  turned 
ever   to   the    British. 

"More  than  this,  the  spirit  of  Scapa 
Flow  points  a  significant  moral.  Our 
seamen,  once  removed  from  evil  pro- 
paganda influence  and  lett~te~  eonre to 
their  Benses.  again  became  mindful  of 
their  military  honor.  The  terms  of 
peace  brought*  men  of  our  fleet  to  the 
realization,  unfortunately  too  late, 
that  they  had  been  misled,  hood- 
winked and  deceived.  Subtle  revo- 
lutionary propaganda  had  persuaded 
them  they  could  end  the  war  quickly 
by  going  on  strike.  They  were  told, 
and  believed,  that  if  they  struck  the 
reamen  of  the  enemy  fleets  would  re- 
volt also,  and  that  the  war  would 
thus,  be  brought  to  an  end  automatic- 
ally. In  this  misguided  belief  they 
started  a  revolution.  Too  credulous, 
they  made  the  mistake  of  not  waiting 
to  let  the  other  fellows  strike  first." 

Admiral  von  Scheer  then  proceeded 
to  disclose  the  plans  for  a  naval  at- 
tack on  England,  which  had  been 
frustrated  by  the  mutiny  of  the  sailors 
of  the  fleet: 

"It  was  never  .our  intention  (he 
said)  to  send  the  High  Seas  Fleet  out 
to  certain  death.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  November  revolt  we  were  on  the 
eve  of  undertaking  a*  naval  operation 
from  which  we  promised  ourselves 
the  utmost  success.  This  operation, 
ufter  nearly  two  years,  had  at  last 
been  made  possible  by  the  discon- 
tinuance of  our  submarine  warfare 
during  the  negotiations  leading  up  to 
the  Armistice.  For  nearly  two  years 
we  had  been  unable,  to  .undertake  ah 
operation  on  a  large  scale  -with  the 
High   Seas  Fleet,   first     because     the 


fleet  was  essential,  to  protect  the  base 
for  our  submarine  warfare;  and  sec- 
ondly, because,  while  our  submarine 
warfare  was  carriod  on  we  lacked  ail 
strategic  flank  protection  for  a  long- 
distance naval  operation.  Our  fleet 
attack  -could  proceed  only  from  the 
narrow  Wet  Triangle  l»ehiud  Heligo- 
land. To  this  base  alone  we  were  al- 
.ways  forced  to  return.  An  operation 
of  the  -High  Seas  Fleet  against  any 
•„olnt  on  the  British  coast  left  both 
our  flanks  exposed.  The  battle  of 
Jutland  proved  that  we  were  not 
afraid  of  encountering  the  British 
Grand  Fleet  on'  a  fair-'  field.  In  an 
-operation  against  the  British  coast 
our  strategic  left  flank  was  always 
exposed  to  attack  by  British  naval 
forces  coming  from  the  Channel  and 
our  right  flunk  to  attack  from  the 
north. 

'•Wtth  the  suspension  of  subinarlno 
warfare  flftls  unfavorable  strategic 
Hituation\#uddenly  changed.  We  now 
had  plenty  off  submarines  to  use  for 
the  dank  protection  of  our  High  Seas 
Fleet.  With  our  hands  thus  freed  we 
deelded  at  the  beginning  of  Novem- 
ber that  our  fleet  should  strike  a  hard 
and  perhaps  decisive  blow.  We  de- 
cided that  while  our  armies  were 
srubbofhly  and  heroically  resisting, 
our  fleet  should  not  remain  idle.  Our 
plan  offered  every  chance  of  success. 
It  was  not  one  to  send  the  high  seas 
licet  out  to  death,  but  to  attack  tho 
coast  of  England  in  the  direction  of 
the  mouth  of  the  Thames,  employing 
submarines  as  flank  protection.  By 
this  plan  We  hoped  to  draw  the  Brit- 
ish Grand  Fleet  out  of  Its  Scottish 
lair  down  toward  tho  mouth  of  the 
Thames  to  give  us  battle,  in  which 
case  the  Grand  Fleet  would  have  run 
Into  our  flanking  submarines.  Our 
plan  was  carefully  worked  out  and 
offered  the  certainty  of  success  if  the 
Grand  Fleet  came  out.  Tho  one 
chance  of  failure  we  foresaw  was 
that  the  British  Fleet  might  not  be 
coaxed  out  by  our  Channel  attack." 
— The— Admiral  then  entered"  on  an 
elaborate  explanation  of  the  motives 
of  the  surrender  of  tho  German 
fleet: 

"Our  plans  for  attack  (he  went  on) 
naturally  could  diot  be  disclosed  to 
the  men  of  the  fleet,  and  from  the 
preparations  for  the  operation  they 
got  the  fatal  Idea  Into  their  propa- 
ganda-turned heads  that  the  fleet  was 
about  to  be  sent  out  to  its  death. 
'Why,'  they  argued,  'should  we  die  on 
th«  verge  of  peace,  with  negotiations 
for  an  armistice  going  on?'  In  this 
misguided  frame  of  mind  they  mu- 
tinied and  started  the  revolution* 
which  they  have  since  come  to  regret 
bitterly.  They  thought  they  were  do- 
ing right  and  that  their  action  would 
secure  a  just  and  equitable  peace  for 
the  Fatherland.  They  still  thought 
co  when  they  took  tho  ships  to  Scapa 
Flow  to  be  interned.  .1  am  convinced 
that  not  an  officer  or  a  man  would 
have  been  willing  to  take  the  ships 
to  Scapa  Flow  if  he  had  known  how 
peace  would  ultimately  be  imposed. 
And  there  is  nothing  in  the  charge  of. 
cowardice  by  those  who  say  that  our 
officers,  and  men  should  have  gone 
down  fighting  rather  than  surrender 
their  ships.  They  all  thought  they 
were  doing  a  high  and  patriotic  duty 
by  taking  the  ships  over  to  be  in- 
terned^ and  that  by  helping  to  exe- 
cute fry's  terni  of  the  armistice  they 
were  making  possible  the  fair  peace 
that  had  been  promised  them.  Re- 
moved from  propaganda  Influences, 
they  realised  what  they  had  done, 
and  atoned  for  it  by  sinking  the  fleet. 
Not  for  decades  will  Germany  have 
a  fleet  again." 

The  late  commander-in-chief  joined 
issue  with  Lord  ]  Jelllcoe.  whose  his- 
tory, remarks  The  World  correspon- 
dent, "heavily  under-scored  and  an- 
notated. Is  a  fixture  on  the  desk  of 
his  late  adversary."  According  to 
the  correspondent,  Admiral  von 
Scheer  intends  to  attack  Lord  Jelll- 
coe for  the  imputation  that  the  Ger- 
man fleet  was  afraid  to  come  out 
and  meet  the  British.  The  Admiral 
suggested  that  it  was  Lord  Jelllcoe's 
business  to  attack  him  because  he 
(Lord  Jelllcoe)  had  much  the 
stronger  forces  at  his  disposal. 

"He  made  the  remarkable  state- 
ment to  me  (writes  Mr.  Brown)  that 
Great  Britain  could  have  ended  the 
war  quickly  in  its  early  stages  by  a 
bold  offensive  in  the  spirit  of  Nelson. 
'Right  up  to  the  last  moment  we  did 
not  expect  England  to  enter  the  war,' 
said  von  Scheer.  'Accordingly  we 
were  not  prepared  against  a  naval  at- 
tack by  Great  Britain.  We  were  pre- 
pared only  for  a  two-front  war.  Ac- 
cordingly, the  third  front,  our  sea 
front,  was  denuded  of  military  forces. 
If  the  British  Fleet  had  attacked  in 
the  first  week  of  the  war  we  should 
have  been  beaten.  Under  cover  of  the 
British  Navy  the  Russian  armies, 
then  available  In  great  numbers, 
could  have  been  landed  on  the  coast 
of  Pomeranla  and  could  have  easily 
marched  to  Berlin.  I  believe  the 
British  Fleet  did  not  attack  In  the 
first' weeks  of  the  war  because  Great 
Britain  did  not  want  to  pay  the  price 
of  victory.  She  hoped,  to  keep  her 
fleet  intact  for  pressure,  on  the  Peace 
Conference,  and  thought  It  wiser  to 
let  the  French  and  Russians  win  the 
war  on  land. 

"In  itself  Admiral  Jelllcoe's  slow 
blockade  strategy  was  correct  and 
accomplished  Its  purpose.  No  fault 
can  be  found  with  It,  provided  his 
confining  the  fleet  to  a  blockade  can 
be  reconciled  with  the  traditions  of 
the  British  Navy.  I  suspect,  also, 
that  there  were  no  plans  prepared  at 
the  beginning  of  the  war  for  Joint 
operations  by  the  British,  French  and 
Russian  fleets.  I  believe  also  that 
the  British  Fleet  was  not  used  for 
attack  early  In  the  war  because  no- 
body at  that  time  knew  Just  what 
would  be  the  effect  of  torpedoes  and 
mines  In  actual  practice,  and  Admiral 
Jelllcoe  thought  It  best  to  lay  off. 
Where  I  find  fault  with  Lord  Jelllcoe 
Is  that  he  Implies  that  we.  In  far  the 
lees  favorable  strategic  position, 
should  have  done  what  he  hesitated 
to  do  with  the  advantage  of  position 
and  superior  forces."  *

FRANCE  IN  1871; 
GERMANY  IN  1919 


Contrast  Bjetween  Ruin  and 
Prosperity  Drawn  by  Paris- 
ian Newspaper  —  Germany 
Can  Rally  if  She  Will, 


•Four  months  after  the  armistice 
was  signed  on  Jan.  28,  1871,  twenty 
days  after  the  treaty  of  peace  was 
signed  "on  May  10,  1871,  France, 
crushed  by  a  war  of  six  months 
which  had  cost  her  13  billions,  In- 
vaded, ruined,  pillaged,  sacked,  over- 
run, began  on  the  1st  of  June,  1871, 
by  a  first  Instalment  of  40  mlllons 
I  he  payment  of  the  indemnity  of  5 
billions;  at  the  end  of  June  she  had 
paid  125  millions,  almost  the  amount 
produced  by  the  new  tax  on  tobacco, 
which   we   imposed   at   this  juncture. 

So,  seven  months  after  the  armis- 
tice, France  had  paid  125  millions. 
Seven  months  after  the  armistice  of 
Nov.  11,  1918,  Germany,  who  was 
not  Invaded  by  us,  nor  pillaged,  nor 
sacked,  nor  overrun,  has  not  paid 
a  half-penny,  not  a  farthing  of  the  in- 
demnities of  reparation  which  we 
presented  to  her  in  a  note  which  she 
Is   yet   discussing. 

Eight  month's  after  tho  armistice, 
we  had,  in  1871,  paid  a  billion;  two 
years  and  four  ,  months  after  the 
treaty  of  peace,  we  had  paid  5  bil- 
lions 815  millions.  When  will  Ger- 
many, who  'hesitates,  when  will  she 
decide  to  sign  and  resign  herself  to 
keep  the  treaty? 

At  tho  time  of  the  armistice,  Jan. 
28,  1871,  Franj;c  had  a  million  in 
the  bank.  How  many  billions  had 
Germany  in  the  bank  on  the  day  of 
the    armistice,    Nov.    11.    1918? 

The  ransom  of.  5  billions  was  pay- 
able in  gold,  in  silver,  in  money 
or  specified  values,  our  banknotes 
(except  125  millions)  were  excluded; 
our  goods  were  excluded  as  means  of 
liberation.  Germany  can  pay  us  "en 
nature"  (goods,  material,  natural  or 
manufactured    products.) 

We  have  paid  Germany  373  mil- 
lions in  gold;  where  Is  the  German 
gold?  239  millions  in  silver;  where 
is  the  German  silver? 

The  French  Treasury  had  paid  to 
the  departments,  general  and  par- 
ticular, for  damages  caused  in  1870 
and  1871  by  the  war  provoked  by 
Germany,  804  mlllons.  The  damages 
not  repaired  by  the  Treasury  repre- 
sent 635  millions;  altogether,  1  bil- 
lion 139  millions.  Where  are  the 
damages  caused  by  us  In  1914-18  for 
the  departments,  general  and  partic- 
ular, of  Germany  with'  the  exception 
of  air  bombardments  which  we  car- 
ried out  as  reprisals? 

Paris,  bombarded  by  the  German 
guns,  paid  in  1871  a  ransom  of  200 
millions.  Where  Is  the  ransom  paid 
in  1919  by  Berlin,  spared  by  the 
Allies? 

The  communes  of  France  paid  In 
1870-71,  708  millions  as  war  tax.  to. 
Germany.  Where  is  the  war  tax  to 
France  by  the  communes  of  Ger- 
many respected  by  the  Allies,  who 
have  stopped,  the  war  at  the  borders 
of  our  frontiers  to  save  human  life? 

The  war  of  1870  cost  Germany  one 
billion  and  a  half.  Germany  exacted 
and  we  paid  a  ransom  of  5  billions 
315  millions;  that  is,  three  times  and 
more  than  the  war  cost  them, 
(exactly  three  times  and  a  half.) 
The  war  of  1914  has  cost  us  800 
billions,  (the  provisional  valuation 
possibly  to  be  reduced.)  We  de- 
mand, and  Germany  will  pay  us— If 
she  ever  pays — to  us  and  our  Allies, 
a  provision  of  125  billions  of  which 
the  share  of  France  will  be  50  bil- 
lions, which  will  be  six  times  less 
than   the  war  cost  us. 

Germany,  by  the  war  of  1870 
which  she  had  looked  for,  premedi- 
tated, wished,  declared,  and  won, 
made  out  of  us  a  profit  of  350  per 
cent,,  (8  billions  and  315  mlllons.) 
By  the  war  of  1914,  which  Germany 
loked  for,  premeditated,  wished,  de- 
clared, and  lost,  France  undergoes  a 
loss  which  It  Is  Impossible  to  esti- 
mate, but  which  under  the  provis- 
ional survey  may  reach  600  per  cent. 

In  the  war  of  1870  Germany  made 
us  pay  more  than  she  had  lost.  In 
the  war  of  1914  we  are  making  Ger- 
many pay  less  than  we  have  lost, 
unless  our  basic  right  Is  accompanied 
by   basic    reparation. 

After  a  war  of  six  months  the  vic- 
torious German  found  himself  with 
finances  more  solid  than  before  the 
opening  of  hostilities.  After  a  war 
victorious  Krance  finds  herself  with 
finances  less  well  established  than 
before  the  commencement  of  hostil- 
ities. Through  her  fault?  No.  By  the 
crime  of  Germany,  who  has  hurled 
her  aggression  without  cause  and 
prolonged    her  defense  without  hope. 

The  losses  of  the  war.  the  ransom 
of  rapine  of  five  billions  were,  in 
1871,  apportioned  In  France  among 
38  millions  of  Inhabitants.  The  losses 
of  tho  war,  the  indemnities  of  repar- 
ation, inflicted  on  Germany,  will,  in 
1919,  be  apportioned  among  78  mil- 
lions of  Inhabitants:  the  25  billions 
of  the  first  Instalment  In  proportion 
Is  equivalent  to  82  billions  and  a 
half. 

French  rentes  had  fallen  from 
72.85.  the  price  on  July  1,  1870,  to 
52  francs  In  June.  1871,  at  the  time 
of  the  first  levy  of  two  billions;  that 
is  a  fall  of  27  per  cent.  German 
rentes  stood  at  72  francs  In  July, 
1914,  and  are  now  at  64  francs  (mak- 
ing reservations  for  the  complex 
elements  pf  the  problem,  interior 
taxes,  fell  of  the  mark,  Ac.)  That  Is 
a  loss  of  11  per  cent.  Which  proves 
that  at  least  In  Germany  they  have 
faith  In  her  credit.  In  her  revival, 
and  In  her  resources.  However,  the 
5  per  cent.  Issue  made  by  France  In 
June,  1871.  at  82.80  francs  reaohed 
par  In  1874,  three  years  after.  Why 
cannot  Germany,  whose  soil  and  In- 
dustries are  Intact,  have  a  revival  as 
rapid?  8he  who  aspired  to  dominate 
the  globe  by  right  of  the  native 
superiority  of  her  race,  should  she 
not  give  to  the  world  the  same  spec- 
tacle of  stoical  courage  that  the 
"degenerate"  race  of  France  ef 
whom  M.  de  Kardoff,  thunderstruck 
by  her  recovery,  said  at  a  full  ses- 
sion of  the  Reichstag  on  Nov.  19, 
1874:  "The  French  Nation  has  given 
the  world  an  example  of  financial 
power  such  as  no  other  nation  has 
ever  given."  Germany  owes  It  to 
herself,  she  owes  It  to  her  pride,  net 
to  fall  below  this  precedent  of  the 
hereditary  enemy,  and  ought  to  de- 
serve in  three  years  the  sane  eulogy 
from  an  astonished  France. 

Germany  knew  how  to  demand  and 
knew  hnw  in  obtain  la  the  two 
years  before   the   war    (19JI-13)   aj- 
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widths   up   to   size**,   larger   sizes   in   narrow 
widths  only.  These  arc  a  real  bargain,  so  come 
early  if  you  want  to  save  nfoncy. '     ■*

most  two  billion  of  taxes  for  the 
purpose  of  precipitating  the  conflict 
of  1914.  She  ought  to  know  how  to 
ask,  she  will  yet  And  if  she  looks 
for  it  well,  the  billions  necessary  to 
pay  for  the  folly  of  her  pride  for 
death  and  for  ruin.  With  these  two 
billions  she  knew  how  to  raise  them 
upon  private  fortunes  alone;  In  one 
single  year  (1918)  she  raised  1  bil- 
lion 850  millions  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  her  work,  of  death  and 
opening  the  era  of  war.  Al  the  "for- 
tunes have  not  suddenly  disappeared 
in  Germany.

Doubtless  Germany  pretends  that 
she  is  ruined.  She  declares  herself  In- 
capable of  paying  the  sums  which 
the  thoughtful  and  unanimous  agree- 
ment of  the  Allies  have  demanded 
from  her  to  repair  the  damages 
which  she  alone  Is  responsible  for.' 
But  does  she  plead  her  misery  on 
acoount  of  genuine  Incapacity  to  pay 
or  In  order  that  she  may  guard  her 
capacities  for  revenge? — Le  Temps,

Famous  Tennis  Trophies 
Back  Into  Competition 


Tennis  Championships 
On  Eve  of  Revival 

Many  Famous  Players  Have  Competed  for  Pro- 
vincial Trophies  Since  Competitions  First 
Inaugurated—Coming  of  Peace  Sees 
Interest  Renewed  and  Increased 


The  tennis  championships'  which 
afe  to  begin  on  Monday,  the  28th 
Inst,  at  tha  Victoria  Lawn  Tannta 
Club  court*  near  tha  Willow*  are  ex- 
pected to  be  very  Interesting;  and  ex- 
citing.  Away  back  in  the  old  days 
In  Victoria  the  men's  single*  cham- 
pionship was  established  In  1888. 
Curiously  enough,  It  waa  a  Vancouver 
man  that  won  It  that  year.  Appar- 
ently, as  that  city  crew,  its  tennis 
did  not  improve,  for  In  no  year  since 
that  date  has  a  Vancouver  player  been 
able  to  win  the  trophy,  which  la  a 
handsome  cap  cup  presented  for  per- 
petual competition  by  the  Arm  of 
Challoner  *  Mitchell  of  this  city. 
Many  Famous  Winners 

Many  famous  tennis  players  have 
their  names  subscribed  thereon.  C. 
R.  Longe  won  it  four  times  In  all, 
three  years  In  succession,  1889,  18*0, 
1S«  and  l«»*v  Capt.  J.  F.  Foulkes 
winning  in  1882.  In  1884  Capt. 
Foulkes  again  won  and  retained  pos- 
session for  seven  successive  years,  and 
it  la  hard  to  say  how  much  longer  he 
might  have  held  It,  but  he  left  for 
the  Oast  and  remained  there  until 
the  year  1912.  In  1901  the  cup  was 
won  by  the  late  lamented  R.  B. 
Powell.  In  1*02  A.  T.  Goward.  whose 
love  has  lately  been  turned  to  coif. 
waa  the  winner.  R.  b.  Powell  then 
wen  It  in  1»03  and  1104,  followed  by 
Capt  Wright.  Bobble  Powell  having 
left  the  country  to  win  fame  for  Vic-  , 
torla  In  tennis  In  England.  Scotland,' 
Belgium,  France  and  Austria.  The 
neat  wanner  was  the  genial  Joe  Tay- 
lor from  Seattle,  and  he  was  fol- 
lowed by  Bernle  Sehwengers,  of  Vic- 
toria, Who  won  in  1907  and  1908.  Joe 
Taylor  came  back  strong  in  1809  and 
WOK,  only  to  have  Bernle  Sehwengers 
take  it  In  1910,  Joe  repeating  his  suc- 
cess In  1811.  In  1912  Victoria  waa 
favored  with  a  visit  from  a  number 
of  Californians,  among  whom  waa 
Wm,  Johnson,  the  little  red-haired 
young  man  who  soon  after  won-  the 
championship  of  the  United  States. 
Mr.  Johnson  had  his  name  inscribed 
'    "        '■'     '  —      »    *      ■    i       iiii. 


upon  this  famous  piece  of  silver  in 
1918.  Joe  Tyler  again  won,  only  to 
have  Bernle  Sehwengers  take  pos- 
session in  1914.  This  was  the  last  year 
in  which  the  championships  were  held 
on  account  of  the  war.  Since  then 
there  have  been  optn  tournaments 
only,  held  In  aid  of  the  Rod  Cros. 
Some  Skillful  Pairs 

In  the  men's  doubles  championship 
of  British  Columbia,  which  event 
commenced  In  1889,  there  have  been 
many  famous  pairs  engaged.  O.  R. 
Longs  and  A.  B.  I.onge,  J.  F.  Foulkes 
and  G.  V.  Cvppage,  the.  Utter  pair 
winning  four  year*  in  succession;  J. 
F.  Foulkes,  A.  T.  Goward,  R.  8.  Pow- 
ell, R.  H.  Pooley,  J.  A.  Rtthet.  B.  P. 
Sehwengers.  F.  MacRae.  Joe  Tyler,  A. 
R.  McSwaln,  A.  G.  Garrett,  Evans  and 
Jukes  are  among  the  number. 

Many  fine  contests  In-  this  event 
during  these  years  were  seen,  but 
nothing  finer  than  the  match  in  which 
Evans  and  Dukes,  of  Vancouver,  won, 
after  an  exhibition  of  men's  doubles 
tennis  the  like  of  which  could  not  be 
beaten  anywhere  and  would  be  hard 
to  equal.  This  championship  also  was 
abandoned  in  1914,  the  last  holders 
being  A.  K.  McSwaln  and  H.  G.  Gar- 
rett. 

In  the  ladles'  singles  championship 
of  British  Columbia,  which  was  be- 
gun In  the  same  year  aa  the'  men's 
doubles,  1889,  Mrs.  Berkley,  of  Cow- 
lchan,  won  the  first  three  years. 
Cowlohan  still  produces  good  tennis 
players,  at  the  present  time  having 
a  pair  of  men's  double  players  in  the 
persons  of  Messrs.  Corfleld  and  King- 
ston that  would  give  a  good  account 
of  themselves  against  \  any  other  pair 
en  the  Coast.  Mies  Musgrave,  of 
Cowlohan,  was  the  next  winner,  and 
then  the  home  players  began  their 
series  of  wins,  starting  with  Mies  Ar- 
rowsmlth  in  1898,  followed  by  Miss 
Goward,  sister  pf  A.  T,  Goward,  who 
won  this  event  In  the  years  1894, 
11961  1196,  189T.  1898  and  1899.  In 
1900  Mies  Kltto  wen,  next  year  Miss 
Goward  again  Went  Into  the  race,  and 
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won  In  the  years  1901.  1902,  1903, 
1904  and  1906.  the  latter  year  aa  Mrs. 
Cole,  eleven  years  in  all  and  with  only 
one  break,  a  moat  remarkable  tennis 
record. 

California  n  Invasion 

In  1908  the  well-known  tennis 
champion.  Miss  A,  Ryan,  of  Santa 
Monica,  Cal.,  visited  Victoria  and  won 
this  championship,  followed  next  y eat- 
by  her  sister.  Miss  B.  Ryan,  and  the 
two  succeeding  years  by  Miss  Hotch- 
kiss.  of  Berkeley.  Cal-  In  1910  Miss 
Marlon  Pitts  achieved  the  honor.  1911 
Mrs.  Talbot  suoeeded  la  winning,  Miss 
Pitts  coming  to  the  fore  the  follow- 
ing year.  In  1918  Mies  McDermott 
was  the  winner  and  In  the  last  cham- 
pionship Miss  Lawson,  the  present 
bolder,  also  won.  Mfss  Lawson  Is  also 
the  present  holder  of  the  Mainland 
ladies'  singles  championship  and  will 
defend  the  latter  In  the  tournament 
at  Shaughnessy  Heights  courts.  Van- 
couver, beginning  21st  Inst.,  and  tha 
B.  C.  championship  on  the  Victoria 
course  commencing  on  the  28th  inat. 
Columns  could  be  written  about  the 
ladles'  doubles  and  men's  doubles 
events,  in  which  many  star  players 
took  part,  some  of  them  still  playing, 
and  playing  splendid  tennis  to  this 
day.

He 
was  extremely  proud,  he  said,  to  be 
able  to  feel  that  those  men  who 
helped  put  the  finishing  touch  to  vic- 
tory were  blood  kin  of  the  Britishers. 
They  had  fought  side  by  side,  and  to- 
gether they  bad  shed  blood.  They 
would  surely  go  forth  together  in 
times  of  peace  as  in  times  of  war. 

Tom  Ingersoll,  national  secretary, 
responded  to  a  toast  to  the  National 
Association,  with  a  snappy  talk 
through  which  ran  a  line  of  rich 
humor.

"There  was  never  a  time  In  the 
world's  history,"  he  said,  "when  we 
could  lay  our  hands  upon  so  many 
points  and  claim  them  to  have  been 
decisive  factors  In  bringing  a  groat 
task  to  a  successful  Issue.  We  think 
as  we  celebrate  tonight  the  great  vic- 
tory, of  the  glorious  resolve  of  King 
Albert  of"  the  Belgians  and  wonder 
what  would  have  been  the  decision 
had -that  resolve  not  been  made.  We 
think  of  the  dauntless  struggle  of  the 
great  French  people,  bled  white  time 
and  again  in  stemming  the  bochn 
tide  with  cold  steel  and  unnurpased 
•bravery.  We  think  of  the  unparal- 
leled sacrifices  of  the  people  of  Rus- 
sia, We  remember  the  sacrifices  of 
the  legions  of  Italy,  as  they  burled 
themselves  upon  the  serried  ranks  of 
the  Austrians.  We  cannot  forget  the 
protection  afforded  our  coast  line  by 
the  warships  of  Japan. 

Rally  of  Dominions 

"And  our  minds  are  fresh  with  the 
memory  of  that  blase  of  Indignation 
that  swept  the  great  British  Empire 
when  Belgium  died  on  the  cross  dur- 
ing these  first  awful  days  of  the  con- 
flict. We  think  of  the  unsleeping 
vigilance  of  the  British  fleet,  the 
heroism  of  the  first  100,000,  who,  like 
the  Spartans  at  the  Pass  Of  Ther- 
mopylae held  back  the  massed 
grey  line  of  the  German  war  hounds. 
We  think  of  the  British  Dominions. 
like  young  whelps  called  by  the 
mother  lloh  in  her  hour  of  peril,  ae 
they  sprang  Into  action  and  faced 
cold  steel,  shells  and  poison  gas  In 
the  cause  of  humanity.  And  we  know 
of  how  our  patience  broke  and  un- 
loosed the  Yankee  dogs  of  war  held 
too  long  in  leash,  and  how  they  gal- 
lantly battled  aide  by  side  with  their 
brothers  in  the  common  cause.  As 
we  think  of  all  these  things,  we  can 
well  give  thanks  tonight  for  the  vic- 
tory we  have  won  and  the  peace  that 
Is  to  follow." 

Dr.  Gowen  said  that  during  the  lest 
two  years  America  had  learned  to 
appreciate  many  things  that  had  be- 
fore then  been  hidden  from  her.  The 
history  books  of  her  schools  wsre 
being  revised,  and  as  an  Illustration 
of  the  new  spirit  he  cited  the  fact 
that  a  prise  of  $100  had  been  offered 
at  his  university  for  the  best  essay  on 
the  solidification  of  British  and  Am- 
erican interests. 

Allies  Forever 

"There  are  in  these  momentous 
days  many  Insidious  Influences  that 
are  attempting  to  drive  e  wedge  Into 
our  freedom,"  he  concluded.  "Some 
of  these  neve  been  skotched,  but  not 
killed.  It  le  our  duty  to  see  that  they 
ate  forever  swept  out  of  the  way,  and 
then  we  must  bend  our  energies  to 
the  task  of  maintaining  at  all  cost 
the  alliance  which  we  no  dearly  won." 

Mr.  F.  E.  Taylor,  founder  of  *he 
Inter-State  Association,  and  Its  first 
president,  made  a  .brief  address  In 
which  he  sketched  the  history  of  the 
orgenisatlon.  He  called  upon  Mr.

There  Will  Be  No  Turning  Back 
in  Britain  Upon  Measures 
for  Relief  of  the  Masses — 
State  Medical  Service, 


The  temporary  war  legislation  nnd 
othe>  regulations  of  the  wer  period 
have  ■  opened  the  way  to  many  re- 
forms In  the  British  constitution  that 
otherwise  would  have  taken  years  to 
bring  about. 

Tho  Institution  of  the  Ministry  of 
Food,  with  its  controlled  prices,  has 
made  Imperative  the  passing  of  new 
legislation  dealing  with  weights  end 
measures.  The  standard  quality  of 
foodstuffs  fixed  by  the  food  control- 
ler will  have  the  effect  of  carrying 
without  opposition  the  more  stren- 
uous regulations  regarding  adultera- 
tion that  will  be ,  instituted  In  the 
near  future.

The  bailiffs  attached  to  the  courts 
are  In  favor  of  the  continuation  of 
the  measure;  they  generally  agree 
that  the  act'  Is  the  best  method  of 
collectlngvrent  that  has  been  devised. 

Landlord  end  Tenant 

Previous  to  the  passing  of  this  act 
the  landlord  was  a  law  unto  himself. 
If  the  rent  was  not  forthcoming  a 
landlord  simply  handed  a  distress 
warrant  to  an  authorised  bailiff,  who 
seised  the  goods  of  the  defaulting 
tenant,  and  sold  sufficient  to  realise 
the  amount  due.  No  legal  process  was 
required;  It  was  an  Immemorial  right 
of  the  landlord  thus  to  have  prefer- 
ential treatment  accorded  him  In 
respect  of  arrears  of  rent,  and  in 
practice  the  exercise  of  this  right 
often  operated  harshly.  Little  homed 
whloh  had  been  built  up  laboriously 
were  broken  up  in  en  hoar— mot 
always  through  the  fault  of  the 
tenant. 

Then  the  war  came  nnd  the  courts* 
emergency  act  was  passed.  Thin  act 
placed  an  Intermediate  stage  between 
the  granting  of  Judgment  against  a 
debtor  end  the  Issuing  of  execution. 
The  net  gave  the  debtor  the  right  to 
oome  before  the  court  end  explain 
the  circumstances.  It  gave  powers  to 
the  Judge  to  decide  whether  the 
creditor's  right  should  be  exercised 
at  once  or  be  postponed  or  modified 
In  any  way.  In  working;  it  gave  the 
debtor  time  to  pey  and  prevented 
many  persons  losing  their  homes.  Ia 
regard  to  goods  bought  on  the  Install- 
ment system  it  gave  the  Judge  the 
right  to  vary  the  payments  according 
to  the  circumstances  of  the  debtor, 
.and  generally  was  beneficial  te  both 
debtor  end  creditor. 

The  outeome  is  likely  to  be  fresh 
legislation  placing  the  landlord  and 
tenant  on  a  more  equitable  basis; 
anyway  legislation  in  certain  to  en* 
sure  the  abolition  of  distress  war- 
rants unless  the  application  has  been 
before  the  court  and  leave  obtained.

Mr,  J.  J.  Shallcross  Reajds 
Paper  Before  Real  Estate 
Convention,  Giving  Explan- 
ation of  Involved  Points, 
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The  subject  of  local  Improvement* 
•nd  taxation  was  comprehensively 
oovered  yesterday  In  a  paper  read  at 
the  morning-  session  of  the  Realty 
Convention  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Shallcross, 
chairman  of  the  Victoria  Local  1m- 
•  provement  Commission! 

Mr.  Shallcross  said: 

"The  term  local  improvements  is 
applied  to  those  improvements  to 
roads  and  streets  which  are  necessary 
to  make  them  suitable  for  the  traf- 
fic and  taxation  Is  the  method  where- 
by the  cost  of  the  improvements  Is 
collected  from  adjacent  owners  gen- 
erally In  the  form  of  a  fixed  charge 
for  a  term  of  years  on  {heir  proper- 
ties. During  the  years  1»10  to  1»13 
the  City  of  Victoria  undertook  street 
Improvements  on  an  extensive  scale 
to  meet  the  demand  for  well-graded 
hard-surfaced  roads  due  to  the  de-. 
velopment  of  motor  transportation. 

"From  first  to  but  66  miles  of 
streets  were  graded  and  63  miles  were 
provided  with  concrete  foundations 
and  hard  surfaces,  and  12  miles  with 
cluster  lights,  while  there  were  con- 
structed 123,  miles  of .  concrete  side- 
walks, ,C7  miles  of  boulevards  and  78 
miles  of  surface  drains.  In  addition 
several  streets  were  widened  or  ex- 
tended as  works  of  local  Improvement. 
The  cost  of  the  wldenings  and-  exten- 
sions was  more  than  had  been  anti- 
cipated chiefly  because  the  law  re- 
quired that  arbitrators  should  *lve 
compensation  on  the  basis  of  values 
after  the  undertakings  had  been  au- 
thorized when  the  anticipated  effect  of 
the  improvement  had  been  fully  dts- 
aounted  by  the  rise  in  market  prices. 
5n  the  other  hand  the  constructive 
was  ^generally  Well  done'  and  al 
^  very  reasonable  cost,  much  below 
what  would  be  the 'cost  of  replace- 
ncnt  today. 

Mot  by  City  Loans 
"The  expenditures  on  these  im- 
provements amounted  to  about  18,- 
100,000  which  was  provided  by  Muni- 
cipal Loans,  most  of  them  on  a  ten- 
fear  basis.  Assessments  were  made 
>n  the  properties  fronting  on  the  Im- 
provements which  were  expected  to 
repay  the  greater  part  of  the  expen- 
liture  by  the  time  the  loans  matured. 
The  City  did  not  undertake  to  pay  any 
part  of  the  cost  of  the  wldenings  and 
extensions  or  the  cost  of  Installing  the 
cluster  lljrhts  but.  as  a  rule,  paid 
one-fifth  of  the  cost  of  grading,  pav- 
ing and  sidewalks,  which  included  the 
sost  of  tlv»  work  done  at  the  inter- 
sections of  streets. 

IThere  were  altogether  ever  600  lo- 
ral  improvement  bylaws  and  the  cost 
per  front  foot  varied  greatly,  depend- 
ing on  the  original  condition  of  the 
•ottd  bed,  the  width  of  the  right-of- 
way,  the  amount  of  grading  neces- 
lary.  and  whether  or  not  the  street 
vas,  likely  to  be  used  as  a  main  thor- 
mghfare  or  by  heavy  traffic.  From 
>ho  or  more  of  the  above  reasons, 
rome  of  .the  more  expensive  imp  rove  - 
nents  were  made  on  streets  on  which 
he  frontage  property  was  of  rola- 
Jvely   low  value.      ' 

Treatment  or  Corner  Lots 

"Corner  lots  and  lots  having  a  long 
rontage    compared    with    their    area 
rere  required  to  pay  a  much  higher 
issessment  than  inside  lots  of  normal 
dimensions,  although  it  could  not  be 
contended   that,  the   benefits   received 
Increased  in  like  proportion.     The  lo- 
;al   Improvement   charges   on   vacant 
land  in  many  cases  exceeded  its  mar- 
ket value  after  the. improvements  were 
completed    which    were    supposed    to 
have  benefited  it  and  It  seemed  doubt- 
ful if  the  taxes  would  continue  to  be 
paid  as  the  land  produced  no  Income 
ind   the   owners  felt   that  the   heavy 
burden  was  unjust.     Many  such  own- 
srs  allowed  their  taxes  to  remain  un- 
'  paid  and  other  owners  with  less  ex- 
■  ause  begun  to  follow  their  example. 

"Toj  meet  a  situation,  which,  if  al- 
'  lowed  to  continue,  threatened  to  have 

<  serious  effects  on  the  municipal 
J  *  finances,  the  City  Council  obtained 
.  i  legislative  authority  for  the  appolnt- 

t  ment  of  a  commission  with  power  to 

•  adjust  inequalities,  and  to  transfer  to 
.  the  City  such  portion  of  the  local  im- 
provement assessments  as  seemed  to 

,  be  unduly  burdensome  and  to  ex- 
.  tend  the  time  for  the  payment  of  as- 
,  sessments. 

'There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
relief   given    by    the   commission   will 
(  have   the  effect  desired. 
Serious  Risks 
"The  experience  of  Victoria  certain- 
ty   shows   that   serious    risks   are    In- 
.  surred  whenever  taxation  exceeds  the 
innual    income   arising  -directly   from 
'  '.ho  property  taxed  and  that  if  land  Is 
\  to  continue   to   be  a  safe  foundation 
tor   municipal    finance    It    is   essential 
'.hat   the   taxation   which  can   be   im- 
'  posed  should   bear  some  definite  and 
'  reasonable  relation  to  the  market  and 
rental  value  of  the  property  taxed  and 
'  that    great    caution    should    be    exer- 
'  ;lsed  in  allewlng  fixed  charges  to  ex- 
'  reed    rental    income   as   such   charges 
'  cannot  be  readily  adjusted  to  falling 
'market  values.

*  present  methods  of  transportation  ex- 
penditures on   a  comprehensive   plan 

jwill    have   to    be    undertaken   in    both 

town     and     country     districts.      It    is 

ttlmely  therefore  to  consider  anew  the 


relative  obllggUong  M  property  and  or 
the  communities  la  regard  to  road 
improvements.  Under  the  Common 
Law  if  the  public  acquires  a  right  of 
way  by  prescription,  gift,  or  purchase, 
the  public  become*  the  owner  and  it 
should  do  what  Is  necessary  to  make 
the  right  of  way  suitable  for  public 
use.  Ho  such  obligation  has  hitherto 
been  Imposed  on  adjacent  owners 
without  rthelr  consent  expressed  or 
implied. 

"Only  a  portion  of  the  traffic  on  the 
majority  of  streets  originates  with  the 
property  fronting  on  them  and  this 
is  particularly  true  of  residential 
streets  and  trunk  roads  in  rural  dis- 
tricts which  are  used  freely  by  the 
general  public  as  thoroughfares.  On 
the  other  hand,  property  In  settled 
districts  has  litUe  value  without  ade- 
quate means  of  access. 

Solution  of  Problem 
"A  fair  solution  of  the  problem  can 
probably    be    foupd    In    an    equitable 
division  of  the  cost  of  road  Improve- 
ments between  the  adjacent  property 
arid  the  public,  the  former  being  res- 
ponsible  for  not   more   than   the  ex- 
penditure   which   would    be    sufficient 
to  give  adequate  means  of  access,  tak- 
ing  into   consideration   the   character 
and'  value   of   the   property   assessed, 
and  the  municipality  paying  for  such 
further  outlay  as  may  be  considered 
necessary  to  meet  public  requirements 
of  public  policy.     An  equitable  basis 
having  been  established  for  this  divi- 
sion of  cost,  the  obligation  might  fair- 
ly be  laid,  by  statute,  on  all  property 
to -contribute  to  the  cost  of  improve- 
ments on  roads  to  which  it  has  direct 
access,  bearing  In  mind  that  the  marl- 
mum  contribution,  taking  the  form    >r 
a  fixed  charge,  on  the  property,  shonid 
not  place  in  Jeopardy  Its  equity,  other- 
wise there  would  be  bo  margin  left  on 
which  to  place  general  taxes  and  the 
property  might  fall  into  the  hands  of 
the   public  through   the  non-payment 
of  taxes  or  assessments.      It  Is  neces- 
sary to  consider  what  class  of  road- 
way a  prudent  owner  might  be  reas- 
onably expected   to   provide   In  order 
that    his    property   should    have   ade- 
quate moans  of  access  and  the  answer 
to    this    enquiry    will    vary    with    the 
character   and   value   of  the   property 
under  consideration  and  whether  it  Is 
rural,    business    or    residential    prop- 
erty.

"The  prosperity  of  rural  districts 
largely  depends  on  the  development 
of  motor  transportation.  Trunk  roads 
should  be  provided  leading  to  the  mar- 
ket centres  with  feeders  from  the 
various  farms  and  settlements  on  the 
right  and  left.  The  main  roads  should 
bo  sufficiently,  good  to  carry  heavy 
traffic  moving  at  a  speed  of  fifteen  to 
twenty  miles  per  hour.  These  roads 
should  have  a  hard  surface  from  fif- 
teen to  eighteen  feet  in  width  and 
sidewalks  will  generally  be  unneces- 
sary.     , 

"The  feeders  will  be  of  a  cheaper 
character  and  their  motor  surface  need 
not  exceed  about  twelve  feet,  and  the 
cost  of  these  feeders  can  be  placed  on 
the  property,  having  direct  access  to 
them  without  creating  a  burden  in 
excess  of  the  benefit  received* 

"Property  fronting  on  the  rural 
trunk  roads  should  be  required  to  pay 
such  portion  of  the  total  cost  as  would 
represent  the  cost  of  a  feeder  but  it 
should  not  be  required  to  assume  the 
extra  cost  of  the  trunk  road  made 
necessary  by  the  concentration  of 
traffic. 

"Business  property  requires  a  first- 
class  paved  street  and  wide  sidewalks 
and  the  right  of  way  should  be  Im- 
proved for  its  full  width.  As  the  ren- 
tal values  on  such  streets  is  created 
by  the  traffic,  and  these  rental  values 
are  well  established,  the  entire  cost  >f 
ordinary  Improvements  can  fairly  be 
placed  on  the  properties  fronting  on 
the  streets.  -  Such  properties  should 
not  as  a  rule  be  expected  to  assume 
the  edst  of  extraordinary  improve- 
ments involving  extensions,  widening*. 
alterations  of  grade,  building  of 
bridges  and  so  forth. 

Residential  Land 

"For  good  residential  property  there 
should  be  provided  a  roadway  having 
a  hard  compact  surface — 20  to  25  feet 
In  Width — on  a  substantial  foundation, 
and  concrete  sidewalks,  four  feet  in 
width,  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
right  of  way  being  treated  in  a  less 
expensive  manner.  Drains  will  be  re- 
quired to  carry  off  the  surface  water 
from  the  right  of  way  and  the  lots 
fronting  on  it. 

"The  average  cost  of  such  improve- 
ments In  the  City  of  Victoria,  Includ- 
ing maintenance  during  an  estimated 
life  of  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  on  .the 
basis  of  the  present  cost  of  labor  and 
materials,  should  not  exceed  a  capital 
oharge  of  86  per  front  foot  on  roads 
which  do  not  require  expensive  grad- 
ing. It  would  not  be  prudent  to  place 
this  charge  on  residential  property  of 
low  rental  value  and  the  streets  front- 
ing on  such  property  should  have  a 
cheaper  class  of  improvements.  If  in 
order  to  take  care  of  through  traffic  or 
for  other  reasons,  a  more  expensive 
Improvement  Is  considers/!  necessary 
than  the  standard  demanded  by  the 
property  directly  benefited,  then  the 
extra  cost  should  be  a  general  charge. 

"The  municipality  should  assume 
the  cost  of  that  portion  of  all  Im- 
provements which  fronts  on  intersec- 
tions of  streets,  as  this  applies  to  the 
rights  of  way  which  are  public  prop- 
erty, and  corner  lots  and  lots  having 
an  unduly  long  frontage  In  relation 
to  their  area  should  be  relieved  of  at 
least  a  portion  of  the  extra  burden  and 
It  does  not  seem  fair  that  this  should 
bo  transferred  to  inside  lots. 
New  8ubdlTislens 

"If  owners  desire  to  improve  their 
property  by  creating  new  sub-divisions 
then  the  roads  which  are  necessary 
should  be  constructed  by  the  owners, 
as  there  is  no  reason  why  any  com- 
munity should  accept  even  as  a  gift  a 
right  of  way  which  is  not  required  for 
public  uses.  If  this  Involves  future 
public  expenditure. 

"If,  however,  if  Is  desired  to  assist 
such  owners  by  guaranteeing  loans  for 
the  Improvement  of  roads,  then  some 
sufficient  security  should  be  provided 
by  the  owners  In  addition  to  the  se- 
curity afforded  by  vacant  land,  such 
security  to  be  released  In  respect  to 
lots  on  which  buildings  are  erected 
having  a  rental  value  which  will  pro- 
tect the  guarantors.  While  it  is  sug- 
gested that  all  property  should  be  un- 
der an  obligation  to  contribute,  within 
strictly  defined  limits,  to  the  cost  of 
works  of  local  Improvement  which 
benefit  the  properties  assessed,  it  must 
still  be  within  the  discretion  of  the 
local  authority  whether  or  not  any 
such  Work  Is  undertaken  and  the  local 
authority  must  give  careful  considera- 
tion to  the  financial  responsibilities 
assumed  by  the  public  and  by  the 
properties  to  be  assessed  and  to  the 
transportation  requirements  of  the 
whole  community***

IN  WON  HIS  VJ). 

Lieutenant  (Acting  Captain) 
Christopher  0'Kelly,  of  Lt- 
Col,     Foster's     Battalion, 
'  Showed  Fine  Judgment.

(From  "Thirty  Canadian  V.Cs.") 
"When  the  Canadians  went  up  to 
take  the  ridges  before  Passchendaele 
the  men  of  the  62nd  Battalion  were 
In  support,  and  were  not  pleased 
with  their  minor  share  in  the  pre- 
liminary offensive.  Their  fears  were 
not  justified,  however,  for  no  bat- 
,  tallon  engaged  played  a  larger  or 
more  gallant  part  in  the  attack. 

The  Sth  Brigade  attacked  at 
"Zero"  hour  with  the  4  3rd  and  63th 
Battalions,  and  at  flrst  reports  were 
good,  and  the  Canadians  appeared 
to  be  making  excellent  progress'  up 
the  difficult  slopes  of  Bellevue  spur. 
But  by  3:30  a.m.  the  news  had 
changed,  weary  parties  came  strag- 
gling- back  in  twos  and  throes  to  the 
Jumplng-off  line,  and  tho  62nd  Bat- 
*  tallon  troops  were  aware  that  their 
services  would  be  required  In  short 
order,  Colonel  Foster,  the  Com- 
mandlng  Officer,  went  forward  to  the 
front  line  and  returned  with  news  of 
a>  critical  situation.  On  the  right  tho 
6 8th  bad  encountered  terrible  ma- 
chine-gun Are  and  had  been  unable 
to  make  any  progress,  while  some 
forty  men  of  Lieutenant  Shankland's 
company  of  tho  43rd  had  managed  to 
fight  their  way  to  the  crest  of  the 
Spur,'  had  roughly  entrenched  them- 
selves, being  able  to  advance  no  more 
and  vara  still  holding  out  after  four 
hours*  of  steady  fighting,  under  heavy 
close-range  fire  from  pill-boxes  on 
tho  ridge,  and  in  constant  danger  df 
a  frnifct"g  move  by  the  enemy  on 
either  band.  Lieutenant  OKelly,  In 
charge  of  "A"  Company,  was  ordered 
to  move  at  once  to  their  assistance, 
Advancing  on  tho  left  flank  of  the 
43rd  Battalion  post  upon  the  hill,  and 
filling  the  gap  between  the  Sth  and 
•th  Brigades, 

Drenched  by  tho. steady  rain  and 
pounded  by  the  enemy's  sheila,  the 
man  of  tho  SSnd  were  very  bored 
Indeed  with  inaction.  They  went 
forward  strongly,  penetrating  th* 
German  barrage  on  the  flank  with- 
out losing  very  heavily,  and  making 
good  progress  np  tho  low  northern 
elope  towards  tho  crest  of  the  spur, 
where  their  comrades  of  the  4  3rd 
were  not  only  .  doing  most  effective 
shooting  on  their  own  account,  but 
were  preventing  the  Germane  from 
paying  vary  much  attention  to  the 
manoeuvres  of  tho  Stnd. 


The  top  of  the  hill  was  defended  by 
numerous  concrete  machine-gun 
farts,  and  those  fired  spasmodically 
upon  the  advancing  troops,  causing 
a  number  of  casualties  but  no  de- 
lays. Lieutenant  0'Kelly  had  brought 
hia  man  np  wall,  and  sweeping  over 
tho  brow  they  caught  the  flank  of 
the  enemy  advancing  towards  the 
43rd  Battalion  post,  driving  the  Ger- 
mans before  them  and  shooting  them 
a»  they*  ran/ 

For  a  moment  it  was  a  most  suc- 
cessful rout,  but  then  the  firs  zron> 
tho  pill-boxes  grow  heavier,  and  there 
ensued  a  series  of  gallant  attacks 
upon  the  strong  points  before  them. 
Our  troops  rushed  pill-box  after  plll- 
pox,  small  parties  of  men  striving  to 
win  does  to  the  walls  of  each  fort, 
while  sessions  to  the  rear  bombarded 
ovary  opening  and  loophole  with  bul- 
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very  difficult  to  take  aim,. and  allow* 
ed  the  actual  assailants  an  opportun- 
ity of  gaining  the  dead  ground  close 
beneath  the  walls  and  hurling  .  their 
bombs  inside  through  any  aperture. 
Tho,  effect  of  a  small  bomb  upon  a 
mass  of  men  In  the  confined  space 
of  a  pill-box  Is  very  terrible,  and 
usually  the  treatment  requires-  no 
second  application  before  the  surren- 
der of  tho  garrison.  However  the  re- 
duction of  these  forts  is  a  very  costly 
business,  and  many  a  time  the  at- 
tacking section  would  bo  caught 
within  tho  apno  of  fire  of  a  machine- 
gun  and  practically  wiped  out,  though 
on  more  than  one  occasion  the  at- 
tack was  carried  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion by  two  or  throe  survivors, 
who  would  compel  tho  garrison  of 
thirty  or  forty  men  to  surrender  to 
them.  Through  all  this  fighting 
Lieut.  O'Kelly  led  his  men  with  won- 
derful judgment,  selecting  the  point 
and  method  of  attack  with  cool  pre- 
cision, and  never  losing  sight  of  his 
main  object — to  gain  ground  and  con- 
solidate the  ridge.  Finally  his  force 
was  Joined  by  "B".  Company,  and 
the  two  companies  of  the  62nd  set 
out  to  advance  their  line.  The  build- 
ings of  Bellevue  Farm  proved  excel- 
lent cover  for  the  retiring  Germans, 
and  there  was  stubborn  lighting  about 
the  ruined  outhouses  before  our  fel- 
lows got  through. 

Half  Kile  Captured 

A  clear  half  mile  of  ground  was 
captured  'and  consolidated,  our  men 
reaching  the  Wallemolen-Bellevue 
Road  and  driving  the  enemy  before 
them  from  the  country  west  of  It. 
For  a  time  the  hostile  bombardment 
was  vague  and  uncertain,  though  on 
occasion  a  barrage  would  be  placed 
before '  our  advancing  men,  the  ene- 
my's gunners  appearing  to  be  su- 
premely indifferent  to  the  scattered 
parties  of  their  own  troops  who  were 
still  holding  out  bravely  enough  be- 
fore the  Canadians.  But  directly  our 
new  line  was  In  progress  of  forma- 
tion the  Germans'  shelling  became 
Intense.  For'. an  hour  the  countryside 
was  hammered  and  poundsd,  and 
then  the  inevitable  counter-attack  de- 
veloped at  two  points  of  our  thinly 
held  line.  However,  O'Kelly's  men 
felt  that  they  had  saved  the  situation, 
his  pluck  and  Initiative  had  pulled 
a  victory  from  a  defeat,  and  the  men 
of  the  52nd  had  no  intention  of  giv- 
ing up  a  foot  of  the  ground  they  had 
won. 

So  heavy  a  Are  was  developed  upon 
the  attacking  enemy  that  the  counter- 
attack shriveled  and  dispersed  S00 
yards  from  our  line.  The  shelling  be- 
gan again,  but  our  position  was  strong 
and  clear,  and  consolidation  was  con- 
tinued, while  during  the  night  Lieut 
O'Kelly's  men  went  forward  again, 
and  raided  several  strong  points  that 
might  have  hampered  the  advance  of 
our  men  in  the  next  phase  of  the 
offensive.  The  men  of  the  62nd  Bat- 
talion have  great  reason  to  be  pleased 
with  themselves  for  that  day's  work, 
for  they  captured  nine  officers  and 
27S  men,  no  less  than  21  machine 
guns  and  more  important  stilt,  saved 
a  very  critical  situation  Indeed.

Concrete  Tower  structures  In  Appear- 
ance Iilkc  Wedding  Cakca 


The  first  of  a  new  type  of  "mystery 
Ship"  for  the  Admiralty  has  been 
completed  at  Southwlck,  near  Brigh- 
ton. It  has  taken  some  months  to 
construct,  and  the  cost  approaches 
£1,000,000  for  each  "ship."  Alto- 
gether six  are   to   be   built. 

Unlike  the  mystery  ships  built 
during  the  war,  these  are  hot  intended 
for  destruction,  but  for  salving  mer- 
chant vessels  sunk  by  German  sub- 
marines round  the  British  coasts. 
The  positions  of  .these  merchantman 
have  been  ascertained  by  the  Ad- 
miralty Salvage  Department,  and 
divers  have  reported  that  In  many 
cases  they  can  be  raised  and  fitted 
again  for  service.  The  new  salvage 
ships  look  like  segmented  towers, 
with  broad  ship-shaped  bases.  They 
rise  tier  on  tier,  like  a  wedding  cake, 
each  tier  diminishing  in  sige  to  the 
top  save,  which  is  over  100ft.  above 
the   base. 

Bach  tier  is  made  of  numerous 
blocks  of  concrete  honey-combed  to 
withstand  external  pressure,  but 
otherwise  hollow.  There  are  water- 
tight doors,  by  which  the  blocks  can 
be  filled'  with  water,  and  pumps  by* 
which  the  water,  can  be  replaced  by 
air. 

These  concrete  tower-ships,  which 
have  no  motive  power,  are  to  be 
towed  in  pairs  to  the  neighborhood 
of  sunk  merchantmen.  On  a  calm 
day  the  hollow  concrete  blocks  will 
be  flooded  and  the  tower-ships  will 
be  sunk  on  each  side  of  the  wreck. 
Divers  will  lash  them  to  the  wreck, 
the  water  will  be  pumped  out  of  the 
blocks,  and,  If  all  goes  well,  the 
tower-ships  will  rise,  bringing  the 
wrack  to  the  surface. 

The  construction  of  the  mystery 
ships  has  provided  a  new  industry 
for  Brighton.  Many  hundreds  of  men 
have  been  employed  and  shipyarde 
been  constructed  where  formerly 
were  only  mud-flats  .  and  a  tidal 
estuary.

BUILD  BIG  YARD 


Harland  &  Wolff  have  opened  a 
new  shipyard  on  the  Musgrave  Chan- 
nel for  the  building  of  standard 
fabricated  ships.  The  new  plant  will 
have  six  building  berths  and  a  front- 
age of  000  feet  on  tha  channel,  and 
marks  an  Important  development  of 
the  shipbuilding  industry  In  the  Bel- 
fast district. 

Meaaared  in  .tonnage,  although  not 
in. number  of  vesels,  the  capacity  of 
these  yards  for  building  fabricated 
ships  is  considered  to  be  larger  than 
any  similar  plant  in  America.  The 
latter  are  designed  for  the  continuous 
production  of  medium  sised  sargo 
vessels,  whereas  the  Belfaat  firm  is 
now  in  a  position  to  build  the  largest 
vessels  in  the  world. 


YACHT  BELMONT  HERE 


The  yacht  Belmont,  owned  by  the 
Surf  Inlet  Mining  Company,  arrived 
here  yesterday  from  Vancouver  with 
the  manager.  Mr.  F.  W.  Holler.,  on 
board.  The  craft,  which  is  fitted  for 
extended  ofulelng  In  open  waters,  is 
70  feet  long,  has  a  beam  of  15  feet 
and  a  draft  of  six  feat.  She  is  fitted 
With  a  100 -horsepower  Bastern 
Standard  engine  and  makee  a  cruis- 
ing speed  of  11  knots.  The  cruiser 
carries  an  18-foot  launch  and  a  12- 
foot  rowboat  on  deck. 

WESELS  AND  TANKERS 

The  Diesel  engine  appears  at  first 
sight  to  be  eminently  suited  for  the 
propulsion  of  oil-tank  ships,  both  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  it  can  use  the 
fuel  obtained  from  the  p&rt  where 
the  price  is  a  minimum,  and  also  be- 
cause the  absence  of  fires  in  the 
boiler,  such  as  are  necessary  in  the 
production  of  steam — even  when  oil 
fuel  Is  used  In  the  boilers — renders 
conditions  far  safer  when  carrying  a 
cargo  of  inflammable  oil  than  would 
otherwise  be  the  case.  And  yet  with 
very  few  exceptions  the  propelling 
machinery  of  the  tanker  is  usually 
the"  steam  engine.  This  Is  mainly 
because  the  tank  ship  is  now  built  of 
such  large  dimensions  that  the 
development  of  the  Diesel  engine  la 
hardly  sufficiently  advanced  to  pro- 
vide a  satisfactory  unit  of  sufficient 
power  to  propel  the  vessel  at  econ- 
omical speed.  Thus  the  usual  prac- 
tice is  to  install  geared  turbines  sup* 
plied  with  steam  from  oil-fired 
boilers,  this  having  been  termed  "an 
eminently  satisfactory  half-way 
house"  between  the  old  reciprocating 
steam  engine  and  the  Diesel  engine. — 
Shipping  and  Shipping  Record. 

BETTER  CAP-PIECE 

John  Trlestman  Sc.  Co.,  shipbuilders. 
Southwlck.  Sunderland,  England,  at  a 
launching  at  their  yard  recently,  tried 
a  new  device  for  which  a  patent  has 
been  applied  for.  It  is  an  improved 
cap-place.  Possibly  ever  since  Iron 
ships  have  been  built  it  has  been  the 
practice  to  fit  cap-pieces  of  wood  on 
tha  top  of  tha  centre  line  blocks,  and 
whan  tha  launch  la  about  to  take 
place  these  have  to  be  split  out  to 
transfer  the  weight  of  tha  ahlp  from 
the1  centra  block  to  (he  launching 
ways,  and  this  splitting  out  la  a  com- 
paratively long  and  heavy  job.  In  the 
new  device  tha  cap-piece  la  made  In 
two  parts  (preferably  of  metal,  but 
any  suitable  material  may  be  used), 
connected  by  a  key,  and  so  arranged 
that  when  this  key  is  removed — 
which  fa  easily  done — the  top  part 
,  -immediately  slips  out

NATIONAL  WASTE  DUE 
TO  LAOS  OF  PAlUi 

It  i»  undoubtedly  a  fact  that  there 
is  more  actual  money  lost  in  Canada 
every  year  through  deterioration  and 
decay  In  buildings,  due  i.o  failure  to 
protect  property  properly  and  pre- 
serve with  paint,  than  accrues  from 
losses  by  Are. 

When  It  Is  remembered  that  fire 
losses  during  lite  amounted  to 
833,683,000  It  will  begin  to  be  real- 
ised what  appalling  loss  properly  de- 
terioration brings  and  tha  necessity 
of  grappling  with  this  problem  with- 
out delay. 

The  property  owner  who  falls  to 
prelect  his  buildings  with  fire  in- 
suranoe  is  considered  very  short- 
sighted, and  there  are  few  owners 
who  fall  to  pay  their  bill  far  fire 
inaurance  premiums  regularly.  When 
the  property  owner  pays  for  protec- 
tion against  fire,  he  iu  providing 
.  against  a  possible  loss,  but  if  he 
falls  to  pay  for  painting  and  re- 
painting his  property  with  sufficient 
frequency  to  preserve  it  from  decay, 
he  falls  to  protect  himself  against 
certain  loss. 

Professor  H.  H.  King,  of  the#Rtate 
Agricultural  College  of  Kansas,  In  • 
letter  written  April  17,  1918,  makes 
this  statement: 

"The  losses  ensuing  in  this  State 
through  lack  of  paint  are  much 
greater  than  the  losses  sustained  by 
fire.  Paint  serves  more  than  the 
mere  purpose  of  decorating.  Its  prin- 
cipal value  Ilea  in  the  fact  that  it 
prolongs  the  life  of  the  surface  that 
is  painted.  Wood  and  iron  exposed 
to  air  undergo  a  slow  process  of 
oxidation,  which  just  as  surely  de- 
stroys them  aa  though  they  were  aet 
on  fire,  the  difference  being  the  speed 
at  which  the  reaction  comes." 

Obviously — it  is  most  desirable 
that  some  definite  effort  should  be 
made  to  bring  about  a  condition  in 
the  minds  of  property  owners  which 
will  insure  the  application  of  paint 
coatings  •  to  their  buildings  with 
sufficient  frequency  to  protect  and 
,  preserve,  while  the  decorative  fea- 
ture, important  and  desirable  as  It 
is,    Is    nevertheless,   secondary. 


PLACES  MATERNITY 
v«        IN  CARE  OF  STATE 

LONDON.  July  18.— A  wireless  dis- 
patch received  here  says  the  Weimar 
assembly  has  adopted  a  bill  pjaclng 
maternity  under  the  care  of  the  state. 
A  proposal  by  the  Independents  that 
the  mother  of  an  illegitimate  child 
Bhould  officially  be  designated  as 
"Frau"  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  138 
to    133. 

It  was  also  decided  by  the  assembly 
that  the  same  educational  and  social 
opportunities  should  be  provided  by 
legislation  for  illegitimate  as  well  as 
legitimate  children.  It  was  decided 
that  large  families  were  entitled  to 
state  assistance.
